Army screening NCOs to rid service of marginal leaders

HEIDELBERG, Germany — The Army 
is reviewing personnel records of nearly 
19,000 noncommissioned officers as it 
seeks to purge the senior enlisted ranks 
of underperforming, or even criminal, 
leaders. 

The records are being checked for 
courts-martial, negative evaluations, failed 
leadership courses, removals for cause, 
reprimands and other disciplinary actions 
incurred since these sergeants made their 
current ranks. Among the reasons for 
records of reprimands and disciplinary 
actions are driving under the influence, 
sexual harassment charges, drug abuse

and alcohol problems. 

If such sergeants do not voluntarily re- 
tire they will, for the most part, be dis- 
charged within six months. 

“We’re trying to target those NCOs who 
don’t understand by looking in the mirror 
that they are not what the Army needs,” 
said Gerald Purcell, a Pentagon person- 
nel expert and retired sergeant major who 
helped devise and carry out the program. 


“The time to learn and grow from your 
mistakes has kind of passed.” 

After nearly seven years of suspension, 
what the Army calls the “Qualitative Man- 
agement Program” is back, providing a 
means, the Army says, of ridding the ser- 
vice of marginal leaders. The QMP review 
applies to all retirement-eligible master 
sergeants, sergeants major and sergeants 
first-class with 20 to 30 years of service 


in the regular Army, as well as the active 
Reserves and National Guard. 

Some 19,000 senior noncommissioned 
officers — 3,000 sergeants major, 9,000 
master sergeants and 7,000 sergeants 
first-class — fall within the group to be 
scrutinized, Purcell said. 

It’s unknown how many senior NCOs will 
see their records flagged and be forced to 
retire, but Purcell said that if he had to 
guess, he’d say upwards of 2 percent. That 
would be nearly 400 sergeants. 

“This is a gut-check time for them,” Pur- 
cell said. “If their performance or conduct 
is substandard, it behooves them to submit 
their retirement.”

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Baghdad marketplace bomb kills 8

BAGHDAD —Bombs hidden in 
plastic bags near a falafel stand 
exploded at a market in a mainly 
Shiite area in Baghdad on Sun- 
day, killing at least eight civilians 
and wounding 21, Iraqi officials 
said. It was the latest in a series 
of bombings targeting Shiites 
and minorities in the capital and 
northern Iraq. 

The U.S. military has said in- 
surgents are trying to reignite 
sectarian bloodshed that pushed 
the country to the brink of civil 
war but Shiites so far have shown 
restraint. 

The bags packed with explo- 
sives were left among a pile of 
garbage and exploded shortly 
before 8 p.m. as the district was 
crowded with people enjoying the 
evening. 


Several nearby stores were also 
damaged, according to police and 
hospital officials, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity. Five chil- 
dren were among the wounded, 
they said. 

“After I saw the horrible scene, 
I rushed home,” said Raad Nasir, 
26, who owns a cell phone store 
near the blast. “We were start- 
ing to be happy that our area 
was Safe and not like before, but 
now the terrorists have resumed 
their cowardly crimes against 
civilians.” 

Mindful of the fears, the Iraqi 
government announced Sunday 
that it has indefinitely postponed 
a nationwide census after warn- 
ings that it could stoke ethnic and 
political tension. 

The population count, which 
had been scheduled for Oct. 24, 
would have settled controversies 
over the size of the country’s re- 


ligious and ethnic communities. 
It also had implications for deci- 
sions over the fate of the oil-rich 
area of Kirkuk as well as the bud- 
get allocation for the self-ruled 
Kurdish region in the north. 

“The Planning Ministry is tech- 
nically ready for the census, but 
after hearing some fears and res- 
ervations from political groups in 
Kirkuk and Ninevah, we decided 
to stall and the census has been 
postponed indefinitely,’ he told 
reporters during a visit to the Shi- 
ite holy city of Najaf. 

Many lawmakers had called for 
it to be postponed until after par- 
liamentary elections scheduled 
for January, arguing that war 
has caused radical change in the 
sectarian makeup of many areas 
and the results could ignite new 
tension. 

After decades of repression, 
Iraq’s majority Shiites rose to 


power with the 2003 fall of Sad- 
dam Hussein after the U.S. inva- 
sion. Much of the insurgency that 
followed was driven by the once- 
dominant Sunnis, who felt disen- 
franchised. Militants from both 
communities drove the country to 
the brink of civil war in 2006 and 
2007. 

That bloodshed has ebbed since 
a 2007 U.S. troop buildup, a Sunni 
revolt against al-Qaida in Iraq 
and a Shiite militia cease-fire. But 
U.S. commanders have warned 
that Arab-Kurdish tensions over 
land and oil in northern Iraq could 
provoke a new round of violence. 

Iraq’s government has allocat- 
ed about 17 percent of its budget 
for the Kurds since Saddam’s fall, 
based on the assumption that the 
figure reflects their percentage of 
Iraq’s population. 

It would have been the first na- 
tionwide census since 1987.

All would be honorably dis- 
charged and be able to retain 
their retirement benefits. 

This move comes as the war 
in Iraq appears to be winding 
down, the U.S. economy remains 
mired in recession and the Army 
is having few problems meeting 
enlistment and _ re-enlistment 
goals. Recruitment bonuses have 
been discontinued and standards 
have been tightened elsewhere, 
putting an end, for example, to a 
program that allowed convicted 
felons to enlist. 

Purcell said the QMP, which 
used to flag about 200 soldiers’ 
files annually, had been discon- 
tinued in 2002 because of the need 
to focus on fighting wars. But he 
denied that it was being brought 
back simply because these senior 
NCOs were now expendable. 

Instead, he said, it had become 
increasingly clear that marginal 
NCOs who previously would have 
retired to avoid a QMP were no 
longer doing so without the pro- 
gram in place. 

“We know it because the ser- 
geant major of the army gets

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Advocates push to protect pets trom 
being left behind during PCS moves

MISAWA AIR BASE, Japan 
— Free dog. Cats for sale. Need a 
home for my pet before we move. 

Every year, as military families 
begin preparing for the summer 
moving season, bulletin boards, 
Internet chat rooms and base 
newspapers are bombarded with 
those kinds of notices. 

Too often, animal advocates 
contend, the animals are simply 
driven off base and pushed out 
of a car — abandoned in the local 
community. 

“A lot of people view them as a 
disposable commodity,” said Jen- 
nifer Hazell, president of PAWS 
— the volunteer animal shelter on 
Misawa. “It’s like you don’t want 
your sofa anymore, so you leave it 
out on the curb. ... It’s very aggra- 
vating. We try to do what we can 
do to hold people accountable.” 

Hazell and others who spoke 
to Stars and Stripes said they’re 
heartened to learn that there’s a 
push to add animal cruelty and 
abandonment as a charge under 
the Uniform Code of Military 
Justice. The 2009 Commission 
on Military Justice — a nonprofit 
corporation comprised of profes- 
sors, private practitioners and 
legal experts — discussed it dur- 
ing a meeting earlier this summer 
and will recommend Congress 
approve the change to the UCMJ. 

“That would be wonderful be- 
cause then we could say, ‘See, 
here’s exactly where you went 
wrong and what’s going to happen 
to you,” Hazell said during an in- 


terview at PAWS, which stands 
for Pet Are Worth Saving. 

Animal advocates on bases said 
the biggest problem is the mind- 
set that comes with an overseas 
assignment. Everything seems 
temporary: People buy a $500 car 
they hope will last two years, bor- 
row furniture from the base be- 
cause they didn’t ship their good 
stuff from the States, and pick up 
a pet for the tour. 

When it comes time to PCS to 
the next duty station, they’ll hit 
volunteer shelters looking to “do- 
nate” the cat or dog, Hazell said. 

“Heartbreaking is a perfect 
word,” she said of the issue. “A lot 
of times, there is no reason for a 
must-get-rid-of [announcement].” 

Expense certainly is no reason 
for dumping a family pet, volun- 
teers said. 

“You budget to buy a car. You 
budget to buy furniture. ... Why 
wouldn’t you budget to take your 
cat with you, or your dog?” Hazell 
said. “It’s poor planning.” 

While there are such logical 
reasons as severe allergies or 
emergency medical evacuations, 
too many people are simply mov- 
ing and don’t want the animal, 
Hazell said. 

Melanie Bemel, spokeswoman 
for the Okinawan American Ani- 
mal Rescue Society, agreed. She 
said she conducts a briefing as 
part of the in-processing for mili- 
tary personnel on the island, and 
the reaction often is: “‘Oh, you 
mean I can take an animal back 
with me when I PCS?’ We want 
you take this animal in for the 
rest of its life.” 


For now, those who volunteer 
to work with animals on military 
bases rely on standard base regu- 
lations that address owning pets. 
They often include the require- 
ment to microchip the animals. 

In some cases, organizations 
such as PAWS and the Okinawa 
group will give microchip scan- 
ners to off-base shelters or visit 
them to check for American- 
owned strays. But, they said, it’s 
impossible to tell how many peo- 
ple are abandoning animals. 

When volunteers do find a U.S. 
servicemember’s animal in a 
shelter, they take possession of 
the animal and alert the owner’s 
command for potential adminis- 
trative action. 

A servicemember could face 
court-martial under Article 
134 — “conduct of a nature to 
bring discredit upon the armed 
forces.” 

Hazell cited a recent case at 
Misawa in which someone re- 
ported seeing an American throw 
a cat out of a car window in the 
local community. PAWS tracked 
the person via the microchip and 
assessed a command-authorized 
monetary fine. The group also 
alerted the person’s command 
for possible administrative ac- 
tion. Base officials were unable 
Friday to say what, if any, action 
was taken. 

The animal-interest groups 
pointed to education as the key 
to stemming the problem. Both 
PAWS and OAARS have Web 
sites that detail the process of 
taking animals along on any per- 
manent change-of-station move. 
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Jennifer Hazell, president of the all-volunteer PAWS animal shelter 
on Misawa Air Base, Japan, holds Eugene, one of the cats available 


for adoption. 


And people who adopt from 
the organizations sign contracts, 
agreeing that they won’t abandon 
the animals. 

Liz Rouse, who _ founded 
OAARS in 2004, said she believes 
the military should do more to 
control the problem. 

“CIf regulations] are enforced, 
it might help,” she said during 
a phone interview from Virgin- 
ia, adding that animal owners 
wouldn’t be as likely to dump 
a pet if they had to explain why 
during their check-out process 
when leaving a base. 

Then there’s that possibly of 
making animal cruelty and aban- 
donment an offense under the 
Uniform Code of Military Jus- 
tice. Hopes are high within the 


volunteer groups that Congress 
approves it. 

Bemel said that earlier in the 
year, her group hosted a hugely 
successful adoption fair, finding 
families for about 20 dogs and 17 
cats. 

This summer has been busy for 
the organizations. Nearly 100 ani- 
mals are waiting for new homes 
on Okinawa alone. 

Bemel said the problem can 
seem insurmountable and can be 
depressing. 

What keeps her going is know- 
ing she’s made a difference for 
each animal she’s helped — even 
as she spots more strays on the 
streets.

Fourth GI gets jail, reduced rank for 5S. Korea bar brawl

SEOUL— A fourth U.S. Army Garrison- 
Yongsan soldier was sentenced last week in 
connection with a February brawl outside 
a popular Itaewon nightclub that left one 
soldier with a life-threatening stab wound 
to the chest. 

Pfc. Antonio Webb, a cook with the 1st 
Replacement Company, was _ convicted 
Monday of two specifications of assault 
consummated by battery for punching a 
soldier four times and for pushing and pin- 
ning another soldier against a car outside 
the King Club. He was sentenced to 45 
days of confinement and reduction in rank 
to E-2. 

Webb said in court that he joined the 
melee in an “adrenaline rush” but remem- 
bered little of the night because he had 
been drinking. The fight had started inside 
the club after someone pulled out a knife, 
he said. 

The Feb. 1 fight was the most high-pro- 
file in a number of what U.S. Forces Korea 
commander Gen. Walter Sharp called “in- 
cidents of indiscipline” since last summer, 
when he shortened the weekend curfew to 
3 a.m. to 5 a.m. 

A Seoul resident who witnessed the fight 
said during Webb’s court-martial that it

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DOD seeks debate, youth on new Web 2.0 site

ARLINGTON, Va. — “The days when, 
I think, communications people try to con- 
trol the message no matter what are gone.” 

Remember that quote, spoken by the 
Pentagon’s new head of public affairs on 
Thursday, as it is the spirit behind a new 
Defense Department Web site, defense.gov, 
designed to embrace the open, youth-driv- 
en, two-way participation of Web 2.0. 

“Transparency, multiple voices being on 
your Web site, engagement, not one-way 
communication, dialogue — that’s the way 
to go,” said Price Floyd, principal deputy 
assistant secretary of defense for public 
affairs, in an interview inside his E-ring 
office at the Pentagon. 

Floyd said that when he learned that the 
predominant audience of most visitors to 
its central Web site for Defense Depart- 
ment information — defenselink.gov — 
was more than 50 years old, he decided it 
was time for a change. 

“TI was surprised by that,” he said. “We 
need to reach a younger audience. The 18- 
to 24-, 25-year-old is an important audi- 
ence for us for lots of reasons: it’s where 
recruits come from; it’s where our future 
leaders and national security policymak- 
ers come from.” 

He also wanted to offer the American 
public a Web site that had something for 
everyone. 

“The DOD Web site needs to fit the needs 
of all its, for lack of a better word, clients,”

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he said. 

The new front page will have a feature 
allowing visitors to type any question for 
Secretary of Defense Robert Gates. As 
those are submitted, they will be posted 
online and visitors can vote on which ques- 
tions they want the secretary to answer. 
Gates will answer the top five on the site, 
according to Floyd. 

“As long as there’s not inappropriate 
language, inflammatory language in the 
question,” he said, though deciding what 
constitutes such content will be a trial- 


and-error process. 

Still, anyone from around the world can 
post a question, Floyd says, military or civil- 
ian, American or foreigner. “Maybe it’s stop 
loss, maybe it’s the new GI Bill, or maybe 
it’s we’re relying too much on counterinsur- 
gency and not enough ‘big Army, ” he said. 

Gates welcomes the expected controver- 
sy that an open forum on the U.S. military’s 
main home page may bring. 

“His quote back to me was, ‘I can’t imag- 
ine why that would be a problem.’ That kind 
of stuff on your Web site actually gives you 
credibility,” said Floyd. 

Other top officials such as the chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, or defense pro- 
curement officials may also be called on to 
speak to relevant topics. And the site will 
feature an online poll tracking what visitors 
feel is the most important issue of the day. 

All of it is subject to change. Floyd said 
he will never consider the Web site content 
complete. 

Floyd came to the Pentagon on a wave of 
personnel that has poured from the Center 
for New American Security, a left-leaning 
think tank that has populated the ranks of 
President Barack Obama’s defense, diplo- 
macy and national security apparatuses. 
Floyd was the center’s chief spokesman. 
Undersecretary of Defense Michele Flourn- 
oy, the Pentagon’s chief policy official, co- 
founded the group and was its president. 

Floyd said he’s following the lead of the 
new interactive features on the redesigned 
WhiteHouse.gov Web site ushered in by 
Obama’s team. 


“We need to go to where those audiences 
are and communicate in the way they com- 
municate. Twitter, Facebook, having wid- 
gets, blogs, podcast for things — all that 
stuff is there,” on the new defense.gov Web 
site, Floyd said. 

The Pentagon is close to releasing new 
rules for social networking use by ser- 
vicemembers and department employees 
on military systems. Recent news reports 
have documented wide disparities in the 
rules for servicemembers in the U.S. and 
deployed downrange, and even between 
the services. 

At the end of the month, the department’s 
chief information officer will hand recom- 
mendations for militarywide rules on social 
networking Web use in a report to Deputy 
Secretary of Defense William Lynn, who is 
expected to make his recommendations to 
Gates for final approval. 

“My guess is the plan will be balanced 
— that there will be an understanding of 
the benefits that these sites provide, as well 
as a recognition of threat and the need to 
mitigate against that threat,” he said. 

It also will give commanders leeway to 
deal with issues of broadband they may 
face individually — leaving open the likeli- 
hood that not everyone will face the same 
access to the Web sites. 

“What I don’t imagine this policy being is 
a complete open door or a complete closed 
door. ... I haven’t heard that from anyone as 
a real option.”

WASHINGTON — Kenneth 
Bacon, a Pentagon spokesman in 
the Clinton administration who 
became a voice for millions of 
refugees uprooted by violence 
and conflict, died Saturday of 
skin cancer that had spread to his 
brain. He was 64. 

His death at his vacation 
home in Block Island, R.I., was 
announced by Refugees Inter- 
national, a Washington-based ad- 
vocacy group that Bacon had led 
since 2001. 

“Most Americans remember 
Ken as the unflappable civilian 
voice of the Department of De- 
fense,” Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton said in a state- 
ment. “But for millions of the 
world’s most vulnerable people 


— refugees and other victims of 
conflict — Ken was an invaluable 
source of hope, inspiration and 
support.” 

After a long career as a Wall 
Street Journal reporter and edi- 
tor, Bacon joined the Clinton ad- 
ministration in 1994 as assistant 
secretary of defense for public 
affairs. He became familiar to 
the public as the bow-tie wearing 
Pentagon spokesman. 

It was in that job, during U.S. 
and NATO operations in Kosovo, 
when Bacon grew convinced that 
more people were needed to stop 
human rights abuses and assist 
people displaced by man-made 
and natural disasters. 

He became president of Refu- 
gees International in 2001. During 
his tenure, the group doubled in 


size and advocated for increased 
protection and assistance for dis- 
placed people in places such as 
Sudan’s Darfur region and Iraq, 
where he focused much of his own 
work, as well as in Afghanistan, 
Democratic Republic of Congo, Co- 
lombia, Thailand and Myanmar. 

Bacon was born on Nov. 21, 
1944, in Bronxville, N.Y. He grad- 
uated from Amherst College in 
1966 and two years later earned 
master’s degrees in business ad- 
ministration and journalism from 
Columbia University. 

Survivors include his wife, Darcy 
Wheeler Bacon; two daughters, 
Katharine Bacon of Brookline, 
Mass., and Sarah Bacon of Brook- 
lyn, N.Y.; his father, Theodore S. 
Bacon of Peterborough, N.H.; a 
brother; and two grandchildren.

Guardsman laid off while deployed in Iraq may get job back

FRESNO, Calif. — Fresno 
County, Calif., officials said Fri- 
day that Paul Haros, an Army 
National Guardsman just back 
from Iraq, might not be laid off 
from his job after all. 

Kevin Fries, the personnel 
services business manager in 
the county’s Human Resources 
Department, said that he’s “pret- 
ty sure” Haros was eligible for a 


promotion months ago while he 
was overseas. If the Sheriff’s 
Department decides to promote 
Haros from Correctional Of- 
ficer II to Correctional Officer 
III, he won’t be laid off. 

Haros did not have enough se- 
niority among the department’s 
Correctional Officer II staff 
to avoid being caught up in a 
round of recent layoffs. But if 
he is promoted to Correctional 
Officer III, he would be in the 
clear, Fresno County Supervisor 
Henry Perea said. 


Perea said it’s up to Sheriff 
Margaret Mims to decide wheth- 
er Haros will get the promotion. 

A Sheriff’s Office spokesman 
did not return calls late Friday. 

The Sheriff’s Office included 
Haros among jail staff members 
receiving layoff notices because 
of budget shortfalls. 

Haros, a corporal in the Cali- 
fornia Guard, returned to Fres- 
no after a year in Iraq and some 
controversy at home involving a 
torn American flag that caught 
national news media attention. 


Haros’ homecoming meant a deputy sheriff before deciding 


that his father, Louis Haros, 
could finally lower the flag, 
which he had vowed to leave the 
flag up until his son returned. 

Haros said he had received 
a call from his supervisor and 
found out he had just received a 
pink slip. 

“T was angry, but I knew she 
didn’t make the decision,” he 
said. 

Haros had worked about 1'% 
years as a correctional officer 
at the jail and then 6! years as 


to work again at the jail. He was 
sure that he had a good amount 
of seniority when he discussed 
the layoff with an official. 

“T thought I had eight years,” 
he said. “[The analyst] said, ‘no, 
you’re brand new. If we do a re- 
hire, you’ll be one of the first to 
come back.’ I thought that was 
pretty cold.” 

Haros could not be reached 
for further comment after the 
announcement.

Female Marines reach out to engage 
Afghan women in fight against Taliban

KHAWJA JAMAL, Afghanistan 
ut on body armor, check weapons, cover 
head and shoulders with a scarf. 

That was the drill for female American 
Marines who set out on patrol last week 
with a mission to make friends with Afghan women 
in a war zone by showing respect for Muslim stan- 
dards of modesty. 

The all-female unit of 46 
Marines is the military’s latest 
innovation in its rivalry with 
the Taliban for the populace’s 
loyalty. Afghan women are 
viewed as good intelligence 
sources and more open to the 
basics of the military’s hearts- 
and-minds effort — hygiene, 
education and an end to the 
violence. 

“It’s part of the effort to 
show we’re sensitive to local 
culture,” said Capt. Jennifer 
Gregoire, of East Strasburg, 
Pa. She leads the Female En- 
gagement Team in the Now 
Zad Valley of Helmand prov- 
ince, the heartland of the Tal- 
iban insurgency. 

“If you show your hair, it’s 
kind of like seeing a nude pic- 
ture here, because women are 
very covered up,” she said. 

Women are __ technically 
barred from combat units in 
the Marines, and some infan- 
trymen have been surprised 
to see them in brightly col- 
ored headscarves under their 
helmets, deployed in the most 
intense combat zones in the 
country. 

“But ... I think they under- 
stand that what we’re doing 
is vital to operations and vital 
to the counterinsurgency pro- 
gram they want to run,” said 
Gregoire. 

Women soldiers were as- 
signed to search women at checkpoints in Iraq, and 
the experience fed into the Afghan effort, said Cpl. 
Sarah Furrer, from Colorado Springs, Colo., who 
served in both war zones. 

“Tm not married and I don’t have children, so

they think that’s awkward because I’m 24,” Furrer 
said of her Iraq experience. But as a result, “we’re 
not so much afraid of engaging the women” in Af- 
ghanistan, she said. 

“T’ve found you get great intel from the female 
population,” said Capt. Zachary Martin, who com- 
mands the Company G, 2nd Battalion, 3rd Marines, 
stationed in Now Zad. 

“The women don’t want their men out there 
conducting jihad and getting 
killed.” 

But just to find the women is 
a challenge. There were none 
in sight as Gregoire’s team 
entered Khawja Jamal, a vil- 
lage of mud brick homes with 
no electricity or government 
presence. 

While heavily armed Ma- 
rines fanned out, the four 
women started by trying to 
strike up conversations with 
the few old men and young chil- 
dren who ventured outdoors. 

The several hundred villag- 
ers grow wheat and opium pop- 
pies in the crossfire between 
Marines and Taliban fighters 
who are in the woods less than 
a mile away. 

“They look at us through 
binoculars. They’ll kill any- 
body who talks to the Ameri- 
cans,” said Abdul Gayom to 
explain why the villagers were 
so wary of meeting the patrol. 

1st Lt. Victoria Sherwood 
was undaunted, talking to him 
through her Afghan translator. 
She gave him painkillers for 
his back, and small presents 
for the children timidly clus- 
tering around. 

Deeper in the village, an 
elderly woman eventually ap- 
peared on a doorstep. Gusha 
Halam claimed she was 120 
— so old she could do what she 
pleased. Her black head scarf 
left her wrinkled face uncov- 
ered and revealed some hair, 
dyed bright orange with henna. 

“The Taliban took everything from us. Make them 
leave,’ Halam said, before her sons and grandsons 
arrived, stopped the conversation and hustled her 
indoors. 
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Canada hands off 
part of Kandahar 
province to U.S.

KANDAHAR, Afghanistan 
— Canada has handed over about 
half of its battle space in southern 
Afghanistan’s Kandahar prov- 
ince to newly arrived U.S. sol- 
diers, allowing Canadian forces 
to concentrate on counterinsur- 
gency and reconstruction efforts 
in the provincial capital, accord- 
ing to a senior officer. 

The move also. effectively 
doubles the size of NATO-led 
combat forces within Kandahar 
province, birthplace of the Tal- 
iban movement, from two to four 
battalions, although they will op- 
erate under separate U.S. and Ca- 
nadian commands. 

The transfer of responsibility 
to soldiers of the U.S. 5th Stryker 


they bring to the table,” he said. 

The area that the Canadian-led 
task force will now focus on in- 
cludes the city of Kandahar plus 
the districts of Maiwand, Gho- 
rak, Zhari, Panjwayi, Dand and 
Daman, located to the west and 
south of the provincial capital. 
These areas include about 80 per- 
cent of the province’s population, 
Patrick said. 

An estimated 914,000 people 
live in Kandahar province, but 
only about 324,000 live within the 
city itself, according to figures 
from the Program for Culture 
and Conflict Studies at the Naval 
Postgraduate School in Monterey, 
Calif. About 590,000 people live 
in rural districts, the program 
estimates. 

Most of these districts are 
clustered around the provincial 
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Mike Patrick, chief 
of operations for 
Canada-led Task 
Force Kandahar. 

The soldiers 
are among the 21,000 additional 
American forces that President 
Barack Obama ordered to Afghan- 
istan earlier this year to combat 
the burgeoning Taliban insurgen- 
cy in southern Afghanistan. 

The deployment puts two bat- 
talions from the Fort Lewis, 
Wash.-based brigade into areas 
that were previously held by much 
smaller Canadian forces. 

“What the American forces 
represent is the ability to cover 
off on the population at large in- 
side Kandahar province,” said 
Patrick. “They’ve filled in some 
places where we weren't.” 

Other battalions with the Sth 
Stryker Brigade are deploying 
into neighboring Zabul province, 
said Col. Harry Tunnell IV, the 
brigade commander. 

With the deployment into Zabul 
province, the 5th Stryker Brigade 
will essentially close a vital gap 
between U.S. forces in eastern 
Afghanistan’s Paktika province 
and Kandahar province in the 
south. Until now, Zabul province 
has been only lightly garrisoned 
by international troops. 

The Sth Stryker Brigade is 
equipped with the Army’s latest 
generation of battlefield sensor 
technologies and networked com- 
munications systems, which will 
allow the U.S. forces to “operate 
over large distances with full situ- 
ational awareness,” Patrick said. 

“So, they’re almost tailor-made 
to take that ground that we weren’t 
on in force, and that we were ser- 
vicing on a nonregular basis,” he 
said. “That’s effectively allowed 
us to concentrate ... inside of an 
[area of operations] wherein we’ve 
achieved a better ratio of security 
versus the population.” 

“They can cover a vast amount 
of territory with the equipment

size of the fight- 
ing force much 
smaller than that 
— commanders 
were faced with 
tough choices on where to deploy 
their troops. 

“Fully 10 of the districts (out of 
17 total) were not covered by us 
in force,” said Patrick. “We could 
not provide that persistent force 
that was necessary.” 

The districts where the Stryker 
battalions will operate are not as 
heavily populated, but they cover 
the majority of the province, and 
they include unguarded corridors 
that insurgents are presumed to 
use for the transport of fighters, 
weapons and drugs. 

“We need to squelch the insur- 
gency with coverage,” Patrick 
said. “That’s what it comes down 
to.” 

With its soldiers engaged in 
some of the heaviest fighting in 
southern Afghanistan, Canada 
threatened to pull its forces out of 
Afghanistan unless NATO allies 
contributed more troops. 

Last summer, U.S. soldiers 
with the 2nd Battalion, 2nd In- 
fantry Regiment from Fort Hood, 
Texas, were slated to deploy to 
eastern Afghanistan, but were 
sent instead to Maiwand district 
in western Kandahar province, 
where they came under Canadian 
command. 

In June, those soldiers were re- 
placed by the 1st Battalion, 12th 
Infantry Regiment, also from 
Fort Hood. Those troops will re- 
main part of the Canadian task 
force, Patrick said. 

But even as U.S. and Canadian 
forces are working more closely 
together in Afghanistan than ever 
before, support for the war re- 
mains uneven with Canadian vot- 
ers, and Canada’s government has 
committed to pulling its troops 
from Kandahar province in 2011.

Bombing underscores security concerns

KABUL — Afghan authorities are try- 
ing to determine how a suicide bomber 
breached tight security in Kabul’s diplo- 
matic quarter Saturday and detonated an 
SUV packed with explosives in front of 
NATO headquarters five days before the 
presidential election. 

At least seven people died and 91 others 
were injured by the explosion, according 
to a Defense Ministry statement. 

The bombing underscored the Taliban’s 
ability to mount attacks in the heart of the 
Afghan capital despite stringent measures 
that the government and NATO say they 
are taking to safeguard Thursday’s vote. 


U.S. envoy praises Pakistan 


U.S. Navy Lt. Todd Vician, a spokesman 
for the U.S.-led International Security As- 
sistance Force, said that a “handful” of 
ISAF troops were among those injured, 
but he declined to identify their national- 
ity. Soldiers from Macedonia, along with 
Afghan police, handle security at the steel- 
gated ISAF headquarters entrance. 

The wounded also included four Afghan 
soldiers and Awa Alam Nuristani, a mem- 
ber of parliament and head of President 
Hamid Karzai’s campaign for women, the 
Defense Ministry said. 

Taliban spokesmen took responsibility for 
the attack in calls to news agencies. It was 
the first major assault in Kabul since Feb. 
28, when 28 people died after insurgents 
stormed into the Justice Ministry and two 


other government buildings. 

The ISAF compound, protected by 
high blast walls, razor wire, and concrete 
blocks, is the headquarters of U.S. Army 
Gen. Stanley McCrystal, the commander 
of the 100,000-strong ISAF. It was not 
known if he was inside when the explosion 
went off around 8:30 a.m. local time. 

The blast spewed shards of metal, set 
cars on fire and blew out windows in near- 
by buildings. 

Many of the casualties were workers on 
their way to jobs at the Ministry of Trans- 
portation and the state-run radio and 
television building, which sit opposite the 
ISAF compound on what is usually a quiet 
street. 

Afghan police and troops and ISAF sol- 


diers quickly sealed off the scene as medics 
loaded the dead and wounded into Afghan 
military ambulances. 

“When I left the ministry and turned 
into the intersection, there was a huge 
explosion. It was very powerful and there 
was smoke and dust everywhere,” said 
Dil Agha, 35, a driver for the Ministry of 
Transportation. “This is very bad. These 
people (the casualties) were here just to 
earn a piece of bread for themselves.” 

Gen. Zahir Azimi, the spokesman for 
the Ministry of Defense, said that an in- 
vestigation was under way to determine 
how the bomber was able to pass through 
at least three police checkpoints and reach 
the front of the ISAF headquarters.

ISLAMABAD — President 
Barack Obama’s special envoy 
to Pakistan praised the country’s 
progress in taking back key ter- 
ritory from the Taliban, saying 
Sunday it had given U.S.-Paki- 
stan relations enough “breathing 
room” to shift to other key issues 
such as energy and economic 
development. 

Richard Holbrooke said he 
hoped to visit 
the Swat Valley, 
wherehundreds 
of thousands of 
refugees have 
begun to re- 
turn after the 
military ended

trol of the area, 
adding that 
Pakistan was 


safer with the 
reported death 
of the militants’ 
leader, Baitul- 
lah Mehsud, in 
a CIA missile 
strike Aug. 5. 

The security 
improvement 
prompted the 
U.S. to move to 
address areas 
Pakistan has 
been pushing 
hard for: as- 
sistance for its 
cash-strapped 
economy and 
projects to solve an energy crisis 
in which millions go without elec- 
tricity every day. 

“We shifted the focus deliber- 
ately and consciously today to the 
issue that every Pakistani tells me 
is on their minds more than any 
other — economy and above all 
energy,” Holbrooke told a news 
briefing Sunday. “We are con- 
cerned with more than just the 
western tribal areas — although 
those remain a central concern.” 

He gave no details but said proj- 
ects would be announced later. 

Washington had long wanted 
Pakistan to crack down on mili- 
tants with strongholds along its 
western border with Afghani- 
stan, where the Pakistani Taliban

are believed to shelter al-Qaida 
terrorist leaders and help plan 
attacks on U.S. troops across the 
border. 

The Swat offensive marked a 
turn in Pakistan’s anti-terrorism 
fight in part because the Taliban 
takeover of the alpine enclave 
— which once boasted Pakistan’s 
only ski resort — had become a 
symbol of the extremists’ expan- 
sion. Government forces have 
been winding down their three- 
month offensive there but still 
face pockets 
of militant re- 
sistance and 
violence. 

Holbrooke 
said the mili- 
tary opera- 
tion in Swat, 
Buner and sur- 
rounding areas 
marked consid- 
erable progress. 

“We are very 
impressed with 
their success 
so far,” he said. 
“There is some 
breathing room 
now.” 

Washington 
has reportedly 
been anxious 
for Pakistan to 
capitalize on 
the momentum 
launching 
a ground of- 
fensive in the 
Taliban-con- 
trolled _ tribal 
areas west of Swat — includ- 
ing Mehsud’s stronghold of Wa- 
ziristan. However, Holbrooke 
said Sunday the timing was up to 
the Pakistani military, which has 
been launching aerial assaults 
against militant bases near the 
border. 

In Swat on Sunday, residents in 
several different areas woke up to 
find a total of 18 bodies lying in 
the streets. One body was in the 
main town of Mingora, seven in 
Kanju town and the rest in four 
other villages. Local police would 
not comment on the bodies, but 
residents interviewed said they 
recognized some of the men as 
militants loyal to local Taliban 
commander Maulana Fazlullah.

Taliban threaten polling centers

KANDAHAR, Afghanistan 
— The Taliban are threatening to 
attack polling centers in the key 
southern province of Kandahar, a 
warning likely to have a chilling 
effect on potential voters in this 
week’s presidential election. 

Afghanistan’s intelligence ser- 
vice chief, meanwhile, said au- 
thorities were making progress in 
convincing some Taliban to leave 
voters alone Thursday, when Af- 
ghans will select a president and 
members of provincial councils. 
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Militants have promised to dis- 
rupt the poll, in which President 
Hamid Karzai hopes to win an- 
other five-year term. Some have 
warned people to stay away from 
voting centers, close businesses 
and not travel on election day. 

In leaflets pinned on mosque 
walls in the city late Saturday, the 
militants warned they will use 
“new tactics” as they try to un- 
dermine the vote. 

“You should not participate in 
the elections and should not go 
to the polling centers because of- 
ficials might be there and there 
might be attacks against them,” 
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said the letter signed by Ghulam 
Haidar, the Taliban’s operational 
Kandahar commander. 

The Taliban also warned peo- 
ple not to allow the voting to take 
place on their property or rent 
their houses to election officials. 

The head of Afghanistan’s in- 
telligence service, Amrullah 
Saleh, indicated talks were under 
way with local Taliban leaders to 
avoid attacking voting centers, 
but he gave few details. 

Separately, a rocket hit a shop 
in Kandahar city, wounding two 
children inside, police official 
Mohammad Jan said. 
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American man leaves 
Myanmar aiter release

BANGKOK — An American 
man imprisoned in Myanmar 
for sneaking into the home of de- 
tained democracy leader Aung 
San Suu Kyi flew out of the coun- 
try Sunday after a visiting U.S. 
senator won his release. 

John Yettaw of Falcon, Mo., 
arrived in Bangkok on a U.S. 
government plane with Sen. Jim 
Webb of Virginia, who secured 
Yettaw’s freedom Saturday with 
a plea to Myanmar’s ruling mili- 
tary junta. 

Webb’s visit to Myanmar was 
the first by a member of the U.S. 
Congress in more than a decade, 
and could presage a new ap- 
proach by Washington toward 
the military government, which 
it has shunned. 

A pale and_haggard-look- 
ing Yettaw smiled as he left the 
small plane and flashed sign lan- 
guage for “I love you” to waiting 
reporters but did not respond to 
questions. 

Yettaw, 53, was convicted last 
week of breaking the terms of 
Suu Kyi’s house arrest by swim- 
ming to her lakeside home in 
early May and staying for two 
days. 

Webb was also allowed a rare 
meeting with Suu Kyi, who is tight- 
ly restricted in her house arrest. 


Aide claims U.S. linked 
to Honduras coup 


TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras — 
A top official in Honduras’ ousted 
government claims there was 
U.S. involvement in the coup that 
deposed Manuel Zelaya, saying 
the plane that flew him into exile 
stopped at an airfield manned by 
hundreds of American troops. 

Patricia Valle, who served as 
Zelaya’s deputy foreign minister, 
says the Honduran military air- 
craft took off from the capital’s 
Toncontin airport, then landed to 
take on fuel at the Soto Cano base 
before heading to Costa Rica. She 
says Zelaya stayed on the plane 
during the stop. 

Soto Cano, also known as Palm- 
erola, is a Honduran military 
base that is home to at least 500 
U.S. troops engaged in counter- 
narcotics operations and other 
missions in Central America. 


Russia: Search ongoing 
for missing ship 


MOSCOW — Russia’s envoy to 
NATO said Sunday that opera- 
tions to find a missing freighter 
and its 15 Russian crewmembers 
are in full swing and he was opti- 
mistic of quick success. 

Russian and European mari- 
time officials are searching 
for the Maltese-flagged Arctic 
Sea and its $1.8 million cargo 
of timber. Dmitry Rogozin told 
state-run Vesti TV that Russian 
officials are in close contact with 
their NATO counterparts. 

“The operation is ... unfolding 
positively. It’s giving us reason to 
hope for success,” Rogozin said. 


His meeting Saturday with the 
junta’s chief, Senior Gen. Than 
Shwe, was the first time the re- 
clusive general has met with a 
senior U.S. political figure. 

Webb said he also asked 
Myanmar’s military rulers to 
release Suu Kyi, 64, a long-stand- 
ing demand of the United States 
and much of the international 
community. 

“TI am hopeful that the rela- 
tions between the United States 
and Myanmar will move forward 
and that the government will 
consider strongly” the request, 
Webb told reporters before leav- 
ing Myanmar. 

Yettaw has said he made the 
visit to Suu Kyi’s house because 
he had a vision that she was at 
risk of harm from assassins. 

“T believe he was probably mo- 
tivated by good intentions but he 
committed a very serious viola- 
tion in this country,” Webb said 
in Yangon. “It was a good gesture 
from your country to our country 
for humanitarian reasons to allow 
him to return to his family.” 

Yettaw has been held in Insein, 
Myanmar’s largest prison, which 
is notorious for torture and other 
abuses of both political prison- 
ers and ordinary criminals. But 
his lawyer has said his client was 
well-treated. 


Gunmen fire at bus near 
U.S. mine in Indonesia 


JAKARTA, Indonesia — Gun- 
men fired Sunday at a bus car- 
rying employees of U.S. mining 
giant Freeport in eastern Indo- 
nesia, injuring five, police and a 
news report said, in the latest in a 
series of attacks near the world’s 
largest gold mine that have killed 
three people. 

The official Antara news agen- 
cy said the bus was attacked as it 
transported workers to the mine 
in Papua province. 

Papua police spokesman Lt. 
Col. Agus Rianto confirmed the 
shooting but said he had no infor- 
mation about injuries. A Freeport 
spokesman could not immediate- 
ly be reached. 


N. Korea: Kim Jong Il 
met Hyundai Group chief 


SEOUL — North Korean lead- 
er Kim Jong II] met the head of 
South Korea’s Hyundai Group, 
the North’s state media reported 
Sunday, days after the commu- 
nist country released a Hyundai 
worker who had been held there 
for months. 

Kim and Hyun Jung-eun, 
Hyundai’s chairwoman, had a 
“cordial talk,’ the Korean Cen- 
tral News Agency said in a brief 
dispatch from Pyongyang which 
provided few details. It did not 
specify when the talks took place, 
though they were likely held Sun- 
day since Hyun had extended her 
stay in the North for an additional 
day, the fifth time since arriving 
in Pyongyang last Monday.

41 women, children die 


in fire at Kuwait wedding

KUWAIT CITY — The fire at a wedding tent in 
Kuwait that killed 41 women and children consumed 
the structure in a blazing inferno lasting just three 
minutes, the fire department chief said Sunday. 

“It was a horrific scene with bodies and many 
shoes stuck to the ground at the only exit; they must 
have trampled over one another,” said Brig. Gen. 
Jassem al-Mansouri, the day after the disaster. 

He said Kuwaiti authorities were running DNA 
tests to identify the 35 women and six children killed 
in the fire, which left many victims unrecognizable. 

Authorities are investigating the cause and al- 
Mansouri said it could have been faulty electrical 
wiring, a problem with the equipment used to keep 
the wedding food buffet warm or the coals used for 
burning incense. 

Photographs of the scene show the tent was erect- 
ed in an urban area. The interior was strewn with 
blackened debris, including the metal frames of 
chairs and tables, and burnt out air conditioners, a 
necessity in this hot country where night tempera- 
tures in the summer are often above 100 degrees. 

It was not clear if the bride survived or how many 





were in the tent when it caught fire. Al-Mansouri 
said the structure was 39 feet long and could have 
housed up to 180 people. 

In Kuwait, wedding parties are held separately for 
women and men, with children attending the wom- 
en’s event. The parties usually feature a catered buf- 
fet dinner as well as singing and dancing to Kuwaiti 
and Arabic music. 

No alcohol is served in conservative Kuwait. 

Al-Mansouri said 58 injured were still in hospitals, 
seven in serious condition with severe burns. 

The chief said events in tents should be licensed so 
that authorities approve the type of tent set up and 
ensure it has the necessary safety features. 

He said Saturday’s event was not licensed. 

The upholstery and the stuffing of the chairs used 
was also highly flammable, al-Mansouri said. 

The Interior Ministry called on Kuwaitis to stop 
erecting tents in the middle of crowded neighbor- 
hoods and there has been talk of banning them 
altogether. 

Tents are also used in election campaigns, but by 
permit only.

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Indian actor’s detention 
in U.S. prompts outrage

NEW DELHI — Angry fans 
burned a U.S. flag in protest Sun- 
day, a Cabinet minister suggested 
searching visiting Americans and 
an actress tweeted her outrage 
after Bollywood superstar Shah 
Rukh Khan said he was detained 
for questioning at a U.S. airport. 

Though U.S. immigration of- 
ficials denied he was formally 
held, fellow Indian film stars 
and political leaders condemned 
what they called “humiliating” 
treatment given to Khan, a Mus- 
lim who is well-loved in a largely 
Hindu country. One Cabinet min- 
ister suggested a “tit-for-tat”’ poli- 
cy toward Americans traveling to 
India. 

Angry fans in the northern city 
of Allahabad shouted anti-U.S. 
slogans and burned an American 
flag. 

Khan said he was detained Fri- 
day by U.S. immigration officials 
at Newark Liberty International 
Airport in New Jersey because 
his name came up on a computer 
alert list. 

The actor is in the U.S. to pro- 
mote a new film, “My Name is 
Khan,” which is about racial pro- 
filing of Muslims after the Sept. 
11, 2001, attacks. 

The story was front-page news 
in India, where the ability to avoid 
being frisked at airports is seen 
as a status symbol. Politicians, 
sports celebrities and film stars 
often claim VIP status to avoid 
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Bollywood superstar Shah Rukh Khan’s fans hold posters, shout 
anti-American slogans and burn the American flag during a protest 
in Allahabad, India, on Sunday.

TAIPEI, Taiwan — The first 
shipments of foreign aid arrived 
Sunday as Taiwan struggled to 
reach more than 1,000 people still 
stranded a week after its deadli- 
est typhoon in half a century. 

As plastic sheeting for make- 
shift housing arrived from the 


security checks. 

“My name is Khan? Too bad. 
SRK (Shah Rukh Khan) feels 
the heat of American paranoia,” 
said The Times of India, quoting 
Khan as saying he felt “angry and 
humiliated.” 

Khan later downplayed the in- 
cident. “I think it’s a procedure 
that needs to be followed, but an 
unfortunate procedure,” he told 
reporters Saturday in suburban 
Chicago. 

U.S. customs officials said that 
Khan was questioned as part of a 
routine process that took 66 min- 
utes. Spokesman Elmer Camacho 
said Khan was not detained, “but 


it took a little longer because his 
bag was lost by the airline.” 

The federal information min- 
ister, Ambika Soni, angrily sug- 
gested that India adopt a similar 
policy toward Americans travel- 
ing to India. 

In New Delhi, a small group of 
photo-waving fans shouted slo- 
gans in support of Khan. 

U.S. ambassador Timothy J. 
Roemer on Saturday said the U.S. 
Embassy was trying to “ascertain 
the facts of the case — to under- 
stand what took place.” 

Khan, 44, has acted in more 
than 70 films.

Hamas declares order restored after Gaza fighting

GAZA CITY, Gaza Strip — Gaza’s Hamas 
rulers said they had restored law and order 
to the seaside territory Sunday after a bloody 
weekend of clashes with an al-Qaida-inspired 
group. 

The militant Palestinian group crushed a 
challenge from Jund Ansar Allah, or the Sol- 
diers of the Companions of God, one of a num- 
ber of small, shadowy factions that are even 
more radical than Hamas. 

At least 24 people were killed in the confron- 
tations in the southern town of Rafah, includ- 
ing the group’s leader, Abdel-Latif Moussa, 
who provoked Hamas by declaring Gaza an 
Islamic emirate. 

His death ended the greatest internal chal- 
lenge to Hamas’ rule since it took control of 
Gaza two years ago and helped distance the 


territory’s Islamic rulers from more radical 
groups that seek to expand the Palestinians’ 
battle beyond Israel to include the Western 
World as well. 

Hamas spokesman Ihab Al Ghussien said 
the group would “not allow the return of secu- 
rity chaos to Gaza.” 

Hamas authorities arrested some 100 people 
during the clashes and continue their search 
for other Jund Ansar Allah members. 

The crackdown solidified Hamas’ strong- 
hold on power in Gaza. However, a previously 
unknown group named Suyouf al-Hagq, or the 
Swords of Truth, called for revenge against 
Hamas and a boycott of its mosques in a state- 
ment posted on several Palestinian sites. 

Rafah remained a closed military area Sun- 
day, and journalists were kept away as Hamas 
security checked vehicles in and around the 
combat zone. 


At least 150 people were wounded in the 
fighting, which began Friday afternoon after 
Moussa’s fiery speech and continued through- 
out the night in two fierce gunbattles outside 
his mosque and his home. 

Early Saturday, an explosion went off in 
Moussa’s home as Hamas was trying to per- 
suade him to surrender. He was buried Satur- 
day night, but Hamas still has his home closed 
off. Gaza human rights groups expect the death 
toll to rise once medical teams are allowed ac- 
cess to the remains of Moussa’s home. 

Jund Ansar Allah first came to public atten- 
tion in June after it claimed responsibility for 
a failed attempt to attack Israel from Gaza on 
horseback. The group claims inspiration from 
al-Qaida’s ultraconservative brand of Islam, 
but no direct links have been confirmed. 

The group has been critical of Hamas for not 
imposing a more severe form of Islamic law 
and for maintaining a cease-fire with Israel.

operation, Mao Chi-kuo, denied 
criticism that authorities had 
failed to evacuate villagers soon 
enough, blaming the record rain- 
fall instead. 

“We received in three days the 
amount of rainfall that would nor- 
mally accumulate over one year,” 
he told reporters. 

All together, 35,000 villagers 
have been rescued from 44 hard- 
hit villages in the south, he said. 

The U.K. pledged to send pre- 
fabricated houses for the 7,000 left 
homeless, and the U.S. planned to 
send helicopters to carry equip- 
ment to repair roads.

PENSACOLA BEACH, Fla. — Brew- 
ing in the Gulf of Mexico, Tropical Storm 
Claudette was bringing heavy rain to the 
Florida Panhandle on Sunday, likely be- 
coming the first tropical storm to strike 
the U.S. mainland this year. 

Claudette had winds of at least 50 mph, 
but was not expected to cause significant 
flooding or wind damage. Lurking more 
ominously in the Atlantic was Tropical 
Storm Bill, which was quickly turning into 
a powerful storm over warm waters in the 
open Atlantic with sustained winds of 65 
mph. Ana, a tropical storm that had also

been churning in the Atlantic, had weak- 
ened to a depression. 

Heavy rain began in the afternoon in 
Pensacola as Claudette approached. On 
Pensacola Beach, the National Park Service 
closed low-lying roads that connect the res- 
taurants and hotels to the undeveloped Na- 
tional Seashore and historic Fort Pickens 
Fort. The Park Service said campers would 
be ordered to leave the area because of the 
likelihood of the road flooding. 

In Panama City, the Bay County Emer- 
gency Operations Center opened a shelter 
at a local high school for residents of low- 
lying areas and people with special needs. 

Earlier along Pensacola Beach, surfers 
under gray skies enjoyed the waves and 





tourists mingled on the beach, despite a 
tropical storm warning covering most of 
the Panhandle, from the Alabama state line 
to the Suwanee River more than 300 miles 
to the east. 

Rainfall of 3 to 5 inches was expected, 
with isolated areas getting up to 10 inches, 
forecasters said. 

Pensacola Beach is still recovering from 
Hurricane Ivan, which devastated the west- 
ern Florida Panhandle and parts of Ala- 
bama in 2004. 

At 5 p.m. EDT, Claudette was about 40 
miles west-southwest of Apalachicola and 
moving northwest near 14 mph. Its center 
was expected to reach the northern Gulf 
Coast by Sunday evening.

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Meanwhile, Ana’s winds had diminished 
to 35 mph and was expected to make land- 
fall at the Leeward Islands early Monday. 
Watches were posted for Puerto Rico, the 
U.S. and British Virgin Islands, Antigua, St. 
Maarten and several other islands. Ana was 
forecast to bring 2 to 4 inches of rain. 

Tropical Storm Bill, however, was inten- 
sifying far from land in the open Atlantic, 
and could become a hurricane late Sunday 
or on Monday. 

In the Pacific, Hurricane Guillermo had 
winds that had dropped to 85 mph, and it 
was expected to lose steam in the next day. 
Guillermo was moving west at 14 mph, 
about 995 miles east of Hilo, Hawaii, and 
didn’t threaten any land. 


Woodstock’s legacy felt 


Modern music festivals shaped by 1969 event

Calif. fire crews work 
against tough terrain

SAN FRANCISCO, Calif. 
— Hot, dry winds and high tem- 
peratures continued to fan wild- 
fires across California on Sunday, 
pushing firefighters into rugged 
terrain to contain the flames even 
as they watch for new blazes. 

“We’re very cautious,” said Cal- 
Fire spokesman Daniel Berlant. 
“Things are so dry out there that 
it doesn’t take much for a spark or 
an ember to quickly develop into 
a wildfire.” 

A fire near the Santa Cruz 
mountain communities of Swan- 
ton and Bonny Doon was about 50 
percent contained Sunday, after 
burning 10 square miles since 
Wednesday and leading to man- 
datory evacuations of about 2,400 
residents. The blaze threatened 
more than 250 homes and had 
damaged two outbuildings. More 
crews were arriving to fight the 
flames, totaling 2,165 firefighters 
on Sunday. 

California Gov. Arnold Schwar- 
zenegger said Santa Cruz’s Lock- 
heed Fire was among 11 burning 
in the state. A state of emergency 
was declared in the county, while 
other blazes forced evacuations 
and knocked out power in other 
parts of the state. 

A fire in Yuba County, north 
of Sacramento, had burned more 
than 3 square miles after jumping 
the Yuba River and moving away 
from the Sierra Nevada foothills 


community of Dobbins, which 
had been threatened. About 120 
residents who had left their homes 
were able to return, Berlant said. 

“Tt’s being fanned by the wind,” 
he said. 

That fire, which was ignited 
by burning feathers from a red- 
tailed hawk that flew into a power 
line, was more than 15 percent 
contained, but about 600 homes 
were still threatened Sunday. Vol- 
untary evacuations remain in ef- 
fect for parts of the community. 

About 1,385 fire personnel are 
in the area fighting that blaze, 
though the steep, rough terrain 
made their work difficult. 

In Alameda County, more than 
330 firefighters were gaining 
ground on a grass fire that burned 
about 23 square miles near Tracy, 
said Alameda County Fire de- 
partment spokeswoman Aisha 
Knowles. 

The Corral Fire was 85 percent 
contained. 

Meanwhile, winds were helping 
crews beat back a week-old wild- 
fire in northern Santa Barbara 
County that investigators say was 
started by a camp fire used by 
marijuana growers. 

U.S. Forest Service spokesman 
Joe Pasinato said the fire was 60 
percent contained Sunday morn- 
ing. The blaze has burned nearly 
134 square miles of timber and 
brush in and around the Los Pa- 
dres National Forest about 20 
miles east of Santa Maria.

NEW YORK — Today’s robust festival culture 
owes much to Woodstock — lessons from both its in- 
credible success and its logistical nightmares. 

“Tt stands out in everybody’s 
mind as the originator,” said Mi- 
chele Scoleri, artistic director of 
Bumbershoot, the annual Seattle 
festival that will draw tens of thou- 
sands Labor Day weekend for its 
39th annual fest. 

Giant rock festivals fan out 
every summer with ambitions 
for just a fraction of Woodstock’s 
impact. They are more efficiently 
run, more organized and don’t 
need warnings to avoid the brown 
acid. 

The promoters of Woodstock 
— Michael Lang, Joel Rosenman, 
John Roberts and Artie Kornfeld 
— hoped their frantic, last-minute 
efforts would be enough to pull 
off what today would take a year 
to prepare. The concert — which 
drew more than 400,000 to Bethel, 
N.Y., Aug. 15-18, 1969 — did come 
off, though its many problems (the 
mileslong traffic, the rain, the lack 
of food and water) only enhanced 
its mythology. 

Woodstock was many things — 
a brief, innocent moment of peace 
and music — but it was also a trail- 
blazer to a festival circuit that has 
exploded in recent years. 

“A lot of them are modeled after Woodstock — 
Bonnaroo and Coachella, in particular,’ Lang said 
in an interview. “There was a ritual that was created 
that keeps getting replicated.” 

Woodstock was not the first big American rock 
festival: Monterey Pop was. 

The 1967 California festival was the forerunner 
to rock festivals. About 200,000 attended the event, 
which is remembered largely for its fashionable 
crowds and incredible performances by Jimi Hen-

Though the European festival 
circuit continued to grow, rock 
festivals in the U.S. generally de- 
clined in the late ’70s and ’80s as 
the music and culture shifted. 

Things rebounded in the early 
90s with Lollapalooza and the 
Warped Tour. The 30th anniver- 
sary of Woodstock in 1999 was 
another low point, when outraged 
patrons rebelled against the festi- 
val’s overt capitalism and $4 water 
bottles. 

But in the last decade, the 
spirit of Woodstock (and Califor- 
nia Jam) has been taken up by a 
number of well-attended, well- 
organized mega-festivals such 
as Tennessee’s Bonnaroo, South- 
ern California’s Coachella and 
the reincarnated, Chicago-based 
Lollapalooza. 

Now just might be the heyday of 
American festival-going. Lineups 
are well-curated, portable toilet lines are short, se- 
curity is mostly handled professionally, the sound is 
generally good and amenities are easily purchased. 
Promoters are more responsible than Woodstock’s 
were, too, taking green measures to blunt the envi- 
ronmental impact and clean up after themselves. 

“The enthusiasm of some of the people who go 
to festivals today might match those who attended 
Woodstock, but what’s lacking is the spontaneity,” 
said Marley Brant, author of “Join Together! Forty 
Years of the Rock Festival.”

GO Urban scavenger hunt 


is workout for body, mind

When thinking about the ideal part- 
ner for the GO Urban adventure race, 
Ryan Porter, 23, knew he had to pick 
his University of Maryland buddy Mi- 
chael Hoffman, 22. 

Was it Hoffman’s speedy gait that 
made him the obvious choice? Nope. It 
was his obsession with treasure hunts. 

Such an interest comes in handy 
when reaching the finish line requires 
following 12 location clues (An ex- 
ample: “Visit the man that said, “The 
earth belongs to the living’”), hauling 
your rear end every which way to get 
there and then snapping a photo for 
proof. Which is exactly the deal with 
GO Urban, a multi-city race series. 

“The idea is they’re doing some- 
thing healthy that’s outside, but they 
don’t need to prepare like they would 
for a marathon,” explains Matt Lewis, 
one of the race directors. “They can 
choose to run or take the bus, so any- 
one can race.” 

Taxis, bikes and Segways are for- 
bidden. The only acceptable ways to 
get around are by public transporta- 
tion and your own two feet. 

One team of Marines limited them- 
selves to two Metro rides and ended 
up logging more than 15 miles on foot, 
while Georgetown neighbors Eileen 
Kurtz, 42, and Katherine Molloy, 44, 
had a decidedly less hard-core strat- 
egy that would include serious breaks. 
“We’re stopping for beer along the 
way,” Molloy said. 

GO Urban joins a growing field of 
scavenger-hunt/obstacle-course _hy- 
brid events inspired by the CBS series 
“The Amazing Race.” On the show, 


telegenic couples trek around the globe 
for weeks, completing silly tasks and 
frantically asking for directions. The 
copycat races scale that action down to 
one day in one city and open them to all 
comers for about $50 per person. 

One of the most established series, 
Urban Dare, got its start in Washing- 
ton. In 2005, Kevin Keefe wanted to 
design a triathlon course. “It ended up 
being such a pain to get permits. But I 
still wanted to do some sort of race,” 
he said. 

Keefe instead developed what he 
calls “the race where smarts can beat 
speed,” and it turned out to be a win- 
ning idea. He has gone from orga- 
nizing two events that first year (in 
Washington and Boston) to a list of 30. 
One is in San Diego, where he has relo- 
cated to live as a self-described beach 
bum while planning out his riddles 
and routes. 

The key word in Keefe’s slogan is, of 
course, the “can.” Just ask Francoise 
Galleto, 27, and David Brown, 26, two 
Washingtonians whose first Urban 
Dare in 2007 didn’t turn out quite as 
they’d hoped: They finished sweaty, 
sore and sunburned after 4 12 hours. 
“The day after, I went back to the gym. 
It was a wake-up call,” Galleto said. 

After two years of training, they en- 
tered the Urban Dare event again this 
spring with a very different result: 
Conditioned for sprinting and armed 
with sunscreen, they came in first, 
finishing in just over two hours. 

“Tt’s kind of a sneaky way for people 
to get exercise. The majority of my 
participants probably wouldn’t run a 
5K,” said Jason Hofsess, founder of 
High Trek Adventure. Even so, he es- 
timates his laziest racers have to cover 








at least 5 kilometers. 

Porter and his treasure-hunting pal, 
Hoffman, tried to strike a balance be- 
tween keeping up the pace and mak- 
ing sure they were headed to the right 
place, which they didn’t always man- 
age to do. And like most of their fellow 
competitors, the pair got slowed down 
by massive Metro delays and ran out 
of time after reaching just 10 of the 12 
locations. 

Participants also need to take plenty 
of breaks to determine where they’re 
going. “This isn’t just about putting 
one foot in front of the other,” Keefe 
said. Clues aren’t meant to stump peo- 
ple entirely, but usually they require 
either a brain packed full of obscure 
factoids about a city or Google. 

That’s why Jen Cory, 28, was grip- 
ping a cell phone while jogging along 
Connecticut Avenue with her husband 
during the GO Urban race. On the other 
end of the line was Cory’s mom, sitting 
at home in front of a computer and try- 
ing to make sense of a stumper. Cory’s 
mom sent them to Restaurant Nora, 
which was the answer to: “America’s 
first certified organic restaurant.” 

Without a smartphone in these 
races, you’re sort of toast. 

Same goes for folks who can’t work 
with a partner, as duos are de rigueur 
for races.

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Seattle man gets 4 years for secret arsenal

SEATTLE — To everyone who knew 
him, Ronald Struve was not the kind of 
man who would one day be arrested by 
federal agents and, at age 67, be sent off to 
prison for four years on weapons charges. 

He was the jovial bachelor uncle, the 
eccentric, introverted pack rat who loved 
his pet birds and fed the wild critters that 
came to his back porch. For four decades, 
he went to work every day as a court ste- 
nographer, and he even shared a Kirkland, 
Wash., rental house with a King County 
sheriff’s deputy for a while. 

But during the decades of the Cold War, 
Struve also believed it was only a matter of 
time before the Soviets or the Red Chinese 
came storming onto U.S. soil. So, quietly, 
Struve collected an arsenal and stuck it 
away in rented storage lockers in the Wash- 
ington cities of Bellevue and Spokane: gre- 
nade launchers, dozens of grenades and 
machine guns, plastic explosives, silenc- 
ers, blasting caps and detonator cord. 

The Cold War ended, of course, and

Struve quit worrying so much. But he just 
couldn’t bear to part with his collection. 

Then one day he failed to pay the bill on 
the locker. Someone bought the contents at 
auction; Struve’s secret was out. 

On Friday, U.S. District Judge Marsha 
Pechman sentenced Struve to 48 months in 
prison, three years of probation and men- 
tal-health counseling, saying, “The bottom 
line is, people simply should not have these 
things and that’s why we have laws against 
them. Your collections have put other peo- 
ple at risk for decades.” 

Struve pleaded guilty in March to one 
count of possessing plastic explosives and 
four counts of possessing unregistered fire- 
arms. In return, the government dropped 
more than 100 other counts against him. 

When agents of the Bureau of Alco- 
hol, Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives 
searched the Bellevue locker in November 
2008, one veteran agent said, “In all my 
years, I’ve never seen this sort of firepow- 
er in one place.” 


They tallied two grenade launchers, 54 
grenades, six big blocks of C4 plastic ex- 
plosive, 37 machine guns from the Vietnam 
War era, among other weapons. One of the 
grenades had been “dud-fired,’ meaning 
the pin had been pulled and it potentially 
still could go off with a mere jiggle. Many 
of the items turned out to be stolen from 
the military long ago. 

The agents also found more weapons in 
a locker Struve rented in Spokane. When 
they arrested Struve at his Spokane home, 
they said he told them he might use the 
weapons “someday,” against “the enemy.” 

“The scope of the arsenal in this case 
was simply breathtaking,” Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Thomas Woods said. “Quite sim- 
ply, this was one of the largest arsenals for 
one person in this region’s history.” 

In a letter to the judge, Struve said he 
started collecting weapons on the black 
market in the 1960s as the Vietnam War 
raged. “As a young man, I became an anti- 
communist and that influenced my thoughts 


and beliefs,” he wrote. “I thought there was 
a strong possibility we (the U.S.) would be 
attacked by the Russians/Red Chinese.” 

But as the years went by, Struve wrote, 
he had been “modifying and tempering 
my beliefs and thoughts about world events 
and politics in general.” 

Even so, he was devoted to his collection 
and figured it might be worth something, 
he wrote. He tried to keep the weapons 
safe, he said. And he emphasized that he 
never fired any of them. 

“T am nota violent person and have never 
knowingly hurt another person,” he wrote. 

His former roommate, retired sheriff’s 
Capt. James O’Brien, recounted that when 
the two shared a house in Kirkland many 
years ago, the raccoons and squirrels made 
a nightly pilgrimage to their back door for 
Struve’s handouts. 

“Ron has always been a quiet, friendly 
and caring person, close to his family in 
California,” O’Brien wrote. “Ron is a good 
person who had made some bad choices.”

Have faith media will praise Obama

WASHINGTON 

h, for those halcyon days when our 

() rice: worry was whether the fed- 

eral “faith-based” office might en- 
courage a homeless person to find Jesus. 

Remember that? 

Hardly anyone talks much about the 
faith-based initiative begun by President 
George W. Bush and expanded by Presi- 
dent Barack Obama. And there was barely 
a murmur about Obama’s appointee to head 
the program, Joshua DuBois, a 27-year-old 
Pentecostal preacher. 

A comparison of how the media have 
treated the two presidents and their faith- 
based programs during the first six months 
of their administrations is the subject of a 
new study by the Pew Research Center’s 
Project for Excellence in Journalism and 
the Pew Forum on Religion & Public Life. 

The findings suggest a very different 
standard applied to each president. 

When George W. Bush introduced the 
concept of a faith-based office, the origi- 
nal vision was to help nonprofit charities 
get government support to help feed the 
hungry and house the homeless. From 
the reaction, you’d have thought Bush was 
trying to install a caliphate. Indeed, most 
newspaper stories focused on the blurring 
of church and state. 

By contrast, when Obama upgraded and 
renamed the program — The White House 
Office of Faith-Based and Neighborhood 
Partnerships — most stories focused on 
procedural questions and a new, 25-mem- 
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ber faith-based advisory council. Few, if 
any, headlines questioned whether Obama 
might be using his faith-based office to ad- 
vance liberal policies, whereas Bush was 
under persistent fire for allegedly pushing 
(horrors) a pro-life agenda. ... 

The Pew study used keyword searches to 
identify stories for analysis — a total of 331 
newspaper articles from January to June 
2001 (281) and from January to June 2009 
(50). During the Bush years, stories were 
50 percent more likely to be on the front 
page than in 2009, and separation of church 
and state was the top concern in 2001. 

The study takes a stab at explaining 
these discrepancies. One obvious expla- 
nation is that the program was new under 
Bush. By the time Obama rolled into town, 
it was a known (and not very threatening) 
quantity. And Obama inherited a full menu 
of demanding issues. ... Who has time to 
nitpick nonprofits helping the poor? 

Not so fast, says Michael Cromartie, vice 
president of the Ethics and Public Policy 
Center (and director of the Evangelicals 
in Civic Life program). Cromartie insists 
that the disparate levels of scrutiny can’t 
be attributed only to timing and busy 
schedules. 

“Sure, there’s always a lot going on in 
Washington with any new administration. 
But can you imagine the outcry if Bush had 
hired a 27-year-old Pentecostal preacher to 
run the faith-based office and surrounded 
him with a 25-member advisory board 
made up of people largely sympathetic to 
his policy agenda?” 








In fact, Bush appointed University of 
Pennsylvania political science professor 
John Dilulio, a Democrat, to run his pro- 
gram. Cromartie maintains that the great- 
er attention to Bush was because the media 
were suspicious that his faith-based initia- 
tive was an attempt to install a theocracy. 

Bush can be partly blamed for this per- 
ception, having once said that God wanted 
him to be president. He also told Bob Wood- 
ward that in making decisions about Iraq, 
he didn’t consult his temporal father — the 
former president, George H.W. Bush — but 
yielded to a higher Father. 

Obama, who, in fact, invokes Jesus in 
speeches more often than Bush did, ac- 
cording to an analysis by Politico, not only 
embraced Bush’s initiative, but has given it 
the loaves-and-fishes treatment by expand- 
ing the mission. As described by DuBois in 
a video posted on the White House blog, the 
office’s mission extends even to “figuring 
out the role of faith-based organizations in 
combating global climate change.” 

Why does Obama get a pass? 

In part, because he’s not Bush. But also, 
perhaps, because the media are more ap- 
proving of the issues and policies Obama 
wants to advance. 

One may argue, as Bush critics have, 
that the previous administration similarly 
tried to advance policy through its faith- 
based office. What one may not argue is 
that Obama has been treated to the same 
scrutiny as his predecessor.

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Health care reform starts with insurers

veryone has one — a health insur- 
| Dex horror story, that is. Some, of 

course, are far worse than others, 
but they share one common thread, the 
corporate dedication to excessive profit at 
the expense of subscribers. 

There was the one about the young girl 
who was denied coverage of a liver trans- 
plant until pressure finally forced her 
family’s insurer to relent. Unfortunately 
she died three days after the company 
caved. Then there was the example of the 
lady with serious cancer problems whose 
insurance was canceled on grounds that 
she had falsified her application by not 
including the fact that she had once had 
acne. Those who determine such things 
reasoned that her youthful skin condition 
might have been a precursor to her cancer 
in later life and was therefore a pre-exist- 
ing condition. 

My own experience was far less dra- 
matic or heart-wrenching. When my son 
began playing football in high school, I 
signed up for supplemental insurance sold 
by the school that would cover the cost of 
any injury beyond my own major medical 
plan. In his junior year he suffered a shoul- 
der separation that needed surgical repair. 
The residue of the cost not covered by my 
own policy amounted to about $1,000, not 
a huge amount by today’s standards but 
significant for the time. I immediately 
filed a claim with the supplemental car- 
rier and found myself in a bureaucratic 
swamp filled with demands that went on 
for weeks. 

Nothing seemed to satisfy the company, 


which, mind you, was no fly-by-night but 
one of the giants still in business today. 
Months passed during which I provided no 
less than three affidavits from doctors at- 
testing to the need for the surgery. Mean- 
while, the bill needed to be paid and my 
credit was suffering. I finally threw up my 
hands and paid it off, wrote a nasty letter to 
the insurer and went on my way. That was 
exactly what the company wanted from a 
deliberate tactic time-honored in the in- 
dustry to wear out a claimant, especially 
one seeking an amount he or she could af- 
ford to lose. 

With the Obama administration locked 
in an increasingly volatile battle over how 
to improve the nation’s health system, 
which accounts for more than 16 percent 
of the economy, one thing seems certain 
— nothing can be accomplished either in 
stemming the runaway costs or improving 
the level of care without a thorough over- 
haul of the insurance industry. This should 
come from several different directions, not 
the least of which is to attack the root cause 
of defensive medicine, including the exor- 
bitant medical malpractice premiums that 
force doctors to order needless tests just to 
protect themselves from lawsuits. 

These premiums, if my doctor and law- 
yer friends are correct, are assessed even 
though, as one lawyer explained, “only an 
insane lawyer takes on a malpractice suit 
against a doctor that isn’t 99 percent prov- 
able, and there aren’t many of those.” He 
explained that state caps on awards and 
other restrictions and the requirement of 
testimony from another doctor or expert 
make a successful result far too difficult, 
so much so that most lawyers steer clear of 
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these suits. Yet the industry has convinced 
most physicians that they are not safe 
without high-priced insurance. It is one of 
the system’s costliest scams. 

Then there is the problem of portabil- 
ity and pre-existing conditions. If reform 
should be sought anywhere at this time, it 
is in the current inability to carry insur- 
ance from one job to another and to elimi- 
nate the practice of denying coverage of 
a medical condition that existed before 
application. It is a devastating practice 
that causes millions of Americans a high 
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degree of misery and forces them to make 
lifetime decisions based not on what is best 
for them personally but on the fear of los- 
ing their insurance. 

So before they do anything, the president 
and the Congress should begin the health 
care reformation with an examination of 
insurance industry practices as a basic 
means of holding down costs and freeing 
millions of Americans from the bondage of 
a flawed system.

It’s the side effects that make Obamacare painful

aybe you’ve caught one of those 

| \ | TV commercials that tells you all 

the terrific stuff about some prod- 

uct that will get rid of sexual dysfunction 

or pimples or maybe depression, and then, 

by obligation of law, adds that there are 

some possible side effects, such as the loss 

of toes, the growing of a second nose and 
death. 

If youw’re like me, you find yourself imag- 
ining some potential customer thinking to 
himself, well, it might be a nice thing to 
get rid of that pimple, but sporting a sec- 
ond nose? Perhaps not. And “perhaps not” 
is pretty much what lots of Americans 
are now Saying as they look at an Obama 
health care plan promising a world of good 
but accompanied by side effects that just 
might give us a world of hurt. 

The chief pitch is that everyone will get 
a shot at obtaining affordable insurance, 
through a government-run program if 
nothing else, but then comes a major, sink- 
the-ship consequence of that means of 
achieving a supposedly happy end. 

By independent, nonpartisan calcula- 
tion, the cost will be an amount that nei- 
ther taxes nor deficits can handle without 
economic mayhem unless something is 
first done about Medicare’s $40 trillion 
of unfunded liabilities. President Barack 
Obama says that by letting the present 
situation continue, you get a crash, which 
is true and means precisely this: Take care 
of the system’s cost issues before you even 
dream of adding incredible new costs, and 
then cut out the dreaming. Figure out a 
cheap solution. 

Supposing the president were under the 


same legal constraints as the pharmaceuti- 
cal companies advertising on TV — forced 
to discuss side effects — he would have to 
admit something else about this govern- 
ment program. By competing unfairly 
with private programs, it will eventually 
become the only show in town, giving us 
the disastrous kind of single-payer systems 
found in Canada and England and cheered 
by the left with their rationing, the waits in 
line and more, much more. 

Rationing, of course, is the dirty little 
secret of this reform. Although in euphe- 
mistic terms, the president has discussed 
it and has made clear he wants to find ways 
to edge us toward the use of fewer and 
fewer treatments seen as superfluous or 
useless. There are models of inexpensive, 
controlled, good care, but everything we 
know about the Obama approach is that it 
would simply increase government control 


over fundamental medical decisions, not 
lead us through market mechanisms to 
something like those models. 

Sarah Palin has gone so far as to talk 
about death panels, and I was initially flab- 
bergasted. With all the sound arguments 
against these initiatives, why would she pa- 
rade a gross stupidity that reform support- 
ers would leap on as a supposed example 
of just how baseless all criticism of reform 
proposals was? But the reform proposals 
are complex and obscure and aimed at ex- 
tending governmental power in hundreds 
of ways, and it turns out there is material 
in one bill about advisory panels that could 
conceivably someday be given authority 
beyond mere advice. 

To say as much is not to defend Palin’s 
far-fetched imaginings so much as to say 
it’s almost impossible to Know all we should 
about the Obama plan. The administration 


and Congress have been in an utterly irre- 
sponsible, politically motivated hurry, the 
legislative compilations run to 1,000 pages 
and more, there are several versions of the 
basic ideas and it’s almost impossible to 
figure out where all of this would take us. 

Here resides much of the public angst. 
Millions of lives will be affected by what 
Congress does, and we’ve had the exact 
opposite of what was needed, a temperate, 
prudent, step-by-step effort to address one 
portion of the issue at a time. The groups 
confronting congressional representatives 
should aim more for politeness, but a big- 
ger outrage than their shouting is the left- 
wing propagandists calling them “mobs.” 

They’re not that at all. They are people 
interested in side effects.

Police chief pleads guilty

Baker pleaded guilty in Arling- 
ton General District Court, ac- 
knowledging that his blood-alcohol 
level was between .15 and .20. 

Last month, Baker was arrested 
after he was involved in a car acci- 
dent in Arlington. He had a blood- 
alcohol level of 0.19, more than 
twice the legal limit. He stepped 
down from his post a few days later, 
retiring after serving 19 years. 

At the plea hearing, a judge sen- 
tenced Baker to 180 days in jail, 
but suspended all but five. Baker 
also must pay fines and attend an 
alcohol safety program, and will 
lose his driver’s license for the 
next year.

Officials in Montgomery Coun- 
ty, Md., agreed last month to buy 
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53 acres of wetlands and woods 
on the eastern edge of the county 
for $8.75 million — roughly half 
the amount it was appraised for in 
December. 

Virginia was able to get a $2 mil- 
lion discount last month on 1,100 
acres of forested waterfront land 
in Stafford County known as the 
Crow’s Nest.

Man convicted in 2

CANANDAIGUA — A 

nursing supervisor en- 
raged at two co-workers who ac- 
cused him of sexual harassment 
and got him fired from successive 
jobs was convicted of killing a cou- 
ple during a Valentine’s Day ram- 
page that left four people dead. 

After an hour and 20 minutes 
of deliberations, a jury convicted 
Frank Garcia, 35, of first-degree 
murder, second-degree murder 
and kidnapping in the Feb. 14 slay- 
ings of Kimberly and Christopher 
Glatz at their home in Canandai- 
gua in western New York. 

Investigators contend Garcia 
targeted Kimberly Glatz, 38, and 
nurse Mary Silliman, after their 
workplace complaints led to his 
dismissal from a nursing home 
in Rochester in October and a 
hospital in nearby Brockport in 
February.

Online resources 
announced for teachers 


V RICHMOND — Virginia 

teachers have a new on- 
line resource to help create lesson 
plans for their middle school and 
high school students. 

Gov. Tim Kaine says the state 
has partnered with Statistical 
Analysis Software to provide the 
company’s Curriculum Pathways 
collection of online resources to 
Virginia middle schools and high 
schools at no charge. 

Kaine says the additional re- 
sources will help teachers at a time 
when school divisions are cutting 
back. 

The software gives teachers 
content that meets state standards 
in English, history, science, mathe- 
matics, social science and Spanish. 
It can be used in both classrooms, 
virtual schools, small groups and 
by individual students. 


County looking for 
wild turkey hunters 


MELVILLE — Wanna 
shoot some wild turkeys? 

Then head out to Long Island 
this fall for Suffolk County’s first- 
ever wild turkey hunting season 
— taking place just in time for 
Thanksgiving. 

State officials say they’ll allow 
hunters to take one bird apiece 
with either a bow and arrow or 
shotgun. 

They say there are about 3,000 
of the gobblers living in Suffolk 
County. 

Local lifelong hunter Mark 
Wroobel says he thinks it’s a “great 
idea” to have a turkey hunt in the 
area. He says hunters used to have 
to go upstate to shoot the birds. 

Department of Environmental 
Conservation spokeswoman Aph- 
rodite Montalvo says the agency 
decided to allow the hunt because 
there was such a large number of 
turkeys in the county. 


Damaged cable leads 
to county problems 


V MANASSAS — Prince 

William County officials 
say they are unaware of any 911 
calls being disconnected or going 
unanswered because of problems 
with a fiber optic cable. 

Officials said that a cable cut by 
Verizon may have caused some 
emergency calls the 911 center to 
be dropped. They now say it ap- 
pears that only nonemergency 
calls were disrupted. 

Officials say Verizon determined 
that a cable was cut or damaged in 
the Dale City area. 

The county says repairs should 
be completed immediately. 


Palace assault trial ends 
in men’s acquittals 


Fall HONOLULU — Two men 
= BE accused of assaulting an 
employee of Iolani Palace have 
been acquitted by a Circuit Court 
jury. 

Donald Alfred Love-Boltz, 74, of 
Iowa and Robert Roggasch, 70, of 
Maui were involved in a brief take- 
over of the palace by a Hawaiian 
sovereignty group last August. 

Jurors deliberated less than two 
hours before acquitting the men. 

There had been conflicting tes- 
timony about the roles Love-Boltz 
and Roggasch played during an 
altercation between the protesters 
and palace employee Betty Jean 
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Noelani Au Yuen. 

A warrant has been issued for 
the arrest of another Maui man 
charged in the assault case, Nor- 
man Abihai. 

The leader of the group, James 
Akahi, stood trial earlier for bur- 
glary but was convicted of simple 
trespass. 


Ex-judge found guilty 
of election fraud 


LAS CRUCES — A 

jury in Las Cruces, 
N.M., has convicted a former Sun- 
land Park municipal court judge 
of three counts of election fraud. 

The jury returned the verdict 
against Horacio Favela after delib- 
erating for less than three hours. 

Evidence at the weeklong trial 
showed that Favela voted in both 
El Paso, Texas, and Dona Ana, 
N.M., counties in the November 
2004 election. He was living in 
El Paso but ran for the judgeship 
in Dona Ana County and voted in 
both elections. 

The convictions were for false 
voting, making a false statement 
on his candidate declaration and 
falsifying documents in a munici- 
pal election. 

Favela faces up to 18 months in 
prison and a $5,000 fine on each 
count. 


Police: Man left ailing 
mom on floor for 2 days 


FREEPORT — A nurs- 
ing home worker let his 
ailing mother lie on the floor of 
their home for two days, stepping 
over her when he had to and not 
calling 911 until she was malnour- 
ished and dehydrated, police said. 
When he finally called 911 and 
officers got to her, the 64-year-old 
woman was soiled with her feces 
and urine, according to police in 
Long Island’s Nassau County. She 
suffered cardiac and respiratory 
arrest on the way to a hospital; she 
was in critical condition. 

The son was identified as Lacy 
Reid, 45, of Freeport, a porter at 
a nursing home in North Wood- 
mere. He was released after being 
arraigned on a charge of first- 
degree reckless endangerment, 
which carries aS many as seven 
years in prison. A call to Legal 
Aid, which represented Reid, was 
not returned. 

Police believe Reid’s relation- 
ship with his mother had been 
strained, Smith said. 


Man pleads guilty in 
D.C. tech office scheme 


D WASHINGTON — A 44- 

year-old Herndon, Va., 
man is the first person to plead 
guilty in a bribery and kickback 
scheme at the D.C. government’s 
technology office. 

Sarosh Mir, who worked for 
a technology contracting firm, 
pleaded guilty in federal court in 
Washington to conspiring to com- 
mit wire fraud. 

He faces six months to a year in 
prison under federal sentencing 
guidelines. 

Three others were charged in 
the scandal in March. 

In court papers, Mir admitted 
that he inflated invoices for D.C. 
government contracts and sub- 
mitted bills for “ghost” employees 
who did no work. 

Prosecutors have said _ the 
scheme cost the city at least 
$500,000.

L.A. loses 
game and 
H. Kuroda

PHOENIX — A scary injury 
to pitcher Hiroki Kuroda put a 
tough loss in perspective for the 
Los Angeles Dodgers. 

Los Angeles was leading by 
three when Kuroda was hit in 
the head by a line drive in the 
sixth inning, and the stunned 
Dodgers watched the Arizona 
Diamondbacks rally for a 4-3 vic- 
tory decided by Gerardo Parra’s 
bases-loaded single in the 10th. 

Tests revealed that Kuroda 
suffered a concussion but no frac- 
tures or internal bleeding. He 
remained in St. Joseph’s Hospital 
overnight for observation. 

“It was just shocking,’ Dodg- 
ers manager Joe Torre said. “It 
certainly caught everybody off 
guard.” 

Los Angeles has lost six of eight 
and its NL West lead over Colo- 
rado has dwindled to 41/2 games, 
the smallest edge since May 13. 

The Dodgers built a 3-0 lead 
as Kuroda cruised through five 
innings, allowing only two hits. 
Pinch-hitter Rusty Ryal lined a 2- 
2 delivery off the right side of Ku- 
roda’s head leading off the sixth. 

Kuroda crumpled tothe mound, 
clutching his head, as the ball de- 
flected into the seats behind first 
base, then back onto the field.

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Cain beans Wright, so Santana

NEW YORK — Three innings 
after New York Mets third base- 
man David Wright was hit in the 
helmet by a pitch from Matt Cain, 
teammate Johan Santana threw 
a pitch behind the back of San 
Francisco’s Pablo Sandoval. 

One batter later, Santana hit 
the Giants’ Bengie Molina. 

“T feel like I have to protect my 
teammates,” Santana said. “You 
can call that whatever you want.

Wright was taken to the Hospi- 
tal for Special Surgery by ambu- 
lance after being checked out in 
the clubhouse by a team doctor. 
The team said a CT scan was neg- 
ative and that Wright had a con- 
cussion. He was held overnight in 
the hospital for observation. 

Cain nailed Wright with a 94 
mph fastball and watched from a 
crouched position between home 
plate and the mound as trainers 
attended the player. When he 
came to bat in the fifth inning, 
Cain asked Mets catcher Brian 
Schneider if Wright was OK. 

“Tt was nice to see him walk off 
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the field. It was definitely a situ- 
ation where you hoped there’s no 
blood,” Cain said. “T’ll see if I can 
get a hold of him tomorrow.” 

All players agreed that Cain 
was not trying to hit Wright on an 
0-2 pitch with a runner on first. 
Mets manager Jerry Manuel said 
that pitching up and in on Wright 
was “the book on him.” 

Cain and Santana were locked 
in a scoreless matchup until then. 
Seemingly rattled, Cain gave up 
a run before settling down and 
pitching into the eighth, when the 
Mets tied it 4-4.

Sanchez came into the 23-20 
loss with 28 seconds left in the 
first quarter and threw a 48-yard 
pass to David Clowney on his 
opening play. He completed three 
of four passes for 88 yards in one 
series that was capped by Thom- 
as Jones’ 1-yard touchdown dive.

INDIANAPOLIS — Indianapo- 
lis Colts defensive tackle Raheem 
Brock injured his left hand in the 
first half of Friday night’s 13-3 
exhibition loss to the Minnesota 
Vikings.

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Panthers RB Goodson going full speed ahead 


Rookie has left college woes behind him

SPARTANBURG, S.C. — It isn’t often 
Carolina receiver Steve Smith says any- 
thing positive about a rookie, yet he’s been 
heaping praise on Mike Goodson. 

The Panthers’ coaching staff is similarly 
impressed, and the fans at training camp 
routinely gasp at some of the speedy run- 
ning back’s shifty moves. 

So what in the heck happened to him at 
Texas A&M, where his numbers declined 
each year before he declared early for the 
draft? 

“T wanted to do a lot more in college,” 
Goodson said. “But that’s thinking in the 
past. I’m on a great team now and it’s a 
great opportunity. I’m going to try to make 
up here what I didn’t do there.” 

The Panthers hardly needed help at 
running back going into the draft. They 
had the top rushing duo in the NFL last 
year in DeAngelo Williams and Jonathan 
Stewart. But with their extra fourth-round 
pick they received from San Francisco in a 
draft-weekend trade, the Panthers took the 
6-foot, 212-pound back. 

“When we drafted him somebody told 
me to go on YouTube and look at him. I 
watched it and I was like, ‘Wow.’ He was 
phenomenal,” said Smith, Carolina’s four- 
time Pro Bowl receiver. “I think he’s a 
great asset to the team. I think he’s explo- 
sive, he’s smart, he makes a lot of moves.” 

It just didn’t translate into success at 
Texas A&M. After rushing for a team-best 
847 yards as a freshman, he dipped to 711 
yards a year later. Last season, in which 
he was slowed for a while by a sore knee, 
he managed only 406 yards rushing under 
new coach Mike Sherman. 

“With a guy like Mike, we ought to be 
better,” Sherman said midway through last 
season. 

Goodson said he’s not sure why he strug- 
gled, but acknowledged he didn’t click with 
Sherman, the former Green Bay coach. 

“But I think when you say that it comes 


across that Sherman is a bad guy. He’s not 
that at all. He’s a great guy,” Goodson said. 
“T think that I didn’t have enough time with 
him. I was there for one year and I was out. 
I think if we had a little more time it would 
have worked out better.” 

There wouldn’t be a second year togeth- 
er. Facing family financial problems — his 
father, Mike Sr., is in prison after a mort- 
gage fraud conviction — Goodson decided 
to turn pro despite his sliding draft stock. 

Goodson used part of his $492,000 sign- 
ing bonus to pay off his mother’s mortgage 
and remodel their home in Klein, Texas. 
Then he came to Carolina intent on resur- 
recting his career, whether it be at running 
back, slot receiver or kickoff returner. 

“Very early on we noticed he’s a very ex- 
plosive guy no matter how you get the ball 
in his hands, as a runner or a pass receiv- 
er,” coach John Fox said. “He’s still learn- 
ing, being a rookie, but he’s still been able 
to show that explosiveness even as he’s feel- 
ing his way through learning the offense.” 

With Stewart sidelined for much of camp 
because of lingering Achilles’ tendon pain, 
Goodson has been getting a number of car- 
ries with the first team. His shiftiness has 
befuddled the defense and impressed his 
veteran teammates. 

“Qn the run his feet don’t stop. I think a 
lot of times you can’t coach or teach that 
and he already has those instincts,” Smith 
said. “I think he has a lot to learn, but I also 
think he has a lot to give to the team.” 

Once Stewart gets healthy, the Panthers 
could use Goodson as a third-down back or 
as a Slot receiver on passing downs. Good- 
son also is a top candidate to win the kick 
returner job. 

Goodson will likely get plenty of work 
in Monday’s exhibition opener at the New 
York Giants. It'll be his first game since 
last season’s finale at Texas A&M when he 
carried six times for five yards in a 49-9 
loss to Texas. 

“T’m not really sure why it turned out the 
way it did,” Goodson said, “but I’m happy 
that I’m here now.”

BERLIN — Usain Bolt proved 
again that he races in a world of 
his own, winning the 100 meters 
in a huge matchup with Tyson 
Gay in a world-record time of 
9.58 seconds Sunday in the world 
championships. 

Running full-out in ideal con- 
ditions and against the tough- 
est competition possible for the 
first time in his 22 years, Bolt 
blew away his own world record 
by a massive .11 seconds and 
made Gay seem a laggard de- 
spite setting a U.S. record of 9.71 
seconds. 

It was the biggest increase in 
the record since electronic time 
was introduced in 1968. 

Asafa Powell of Jamaica took 
bronze in 9.84. 

Bolt was breezing after 70 me- 
ters at Beijing, but on the deep 
indigo blue track in Berlin, Gay 
pushed him as far as he could. To 
no avail. 

Gay stayed with him over the 
first part, but once Bolt unfurled 
that huge stride of his, there was 
no contest. 

“Awesome,” Powell said. 

Bolt glanced quickly to his 
right at 90 meters to check on 
Gay, then left, at the scoreboard, 
as he crossed the finish line and 
then pounded his chest when he 
saw the record time. 

Troubled by nagging groin 
pain, Gay had to cut practice on 
his start, and it showed. He need- 
ed to get out the fastest by far but 
was not able to shake the Olympic 
champion. 

“T put everything into it. But I 
came in second,” Gay said. “I can 
definitely run faster.” 

The crowd of 55,000 at the 
Olympic Stadium roared its de- 
light at the end of the most-await- 
ed race since the Olympics. 

The record time was hard to 
believe, even with Bolt’s knack of 
doing the unbelievable. 

He grabbed a flag, hugged 
Powell, with whom he had been 
shadowboxing for fun just before 
the start, and they wrapped them- 
selves in the Jamaican flag. 


Nats: No. 1 pick Strasburg 
offered a record contract 


WASHINGTON — Nationals 
president Stan Kasten acknowl- 
edged Saturday that there is a 
“very real possibility” the base- 
ball team will not reach an agree- 
ment with No. 1 overall draft 
pick Stephen Strasburg despite 
offering him a record-breaking 
contract. 

The Nationals face a deadline 
of midnight Monday to sign Stras- 
burg, a right-handed pitcher from 
San Diego State whose fastball 
has been clocked at 102 mph. 

He is represented by agent 
Scott Boras, who has the top three 
players in this year’s draft.

to be able to reach a deal,” Kasten 
said in an interview with The As- 
sociated Press. 

Kasten said the Nationals of- 
fered Strasburg more than the 
record $10.5 million pitcher Mark 
Prior got from the Chicago Cubs 
after being the second pick in the 
2001 amateur draft. 

Washington’s offer came more 
than a week ago during a meet- 
ing in California that included 
Strasburg, Boras, Kasten, Nation- 
als acting general manager Mike 
Rizzo and team owners Ted and 
Mark Lerner. 

Kasten wouldn’t disclose the 
amount of Washington’s offer nor 
would he say what, if any, coun- 
teroffer Boras had made. 

But Kasten characterized 
Boras’ approach as “advocating 
a new methodology for evaluat- 
ing draft picks” — changing the 
way drafted players’ worth is 
determined. 

“This kid is so impressive. We 
have nothing but the highest re- 
gard for him. If he wants to come 
and begin his career right now 
— and do so with the largest con- 
tract ever given to any drafted 
player in the history of Major 
League Baseball — we can help 
him accomplish that,’ Kasten 
told the AP. 

“But if this is more about 
changing the whole way an indus- 
try does business, then we won’t 
be able to reach a deal.”

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Roy Jones Jr., his ‘hands as fast as ever,’ scores a TKO

BILOXI, Miss. — Roy Jones 
Jr. toyed with the crowd and 
with Jeff Lacy, stopping his over- 
whelmed opponent after the 10th 
round Saturday to retain the 
NABO light-heavyweight cham- 
pionship title. 

The former eight-time world 
champion used a left hook to 
cut Lacy’s right eye in the third 
round, and both of Lacy’s eyes 
were swelling by the seventh. 
Lacy didn’t answer the bell for 
the 11th round. 

Jones, 40, joked when asked 
when he thought the bout was in 
his hands. 





“When they gave me the 
gloves,” Jones said. “My hands 
are still as fast as ever. I’ve got 
the quickest speed in the game.” 

Lacy’s strategy for the faster 
Jones was apparent from the out- 
set. He tried to pin Jones on the

ropes throughout the fight. Jones 
(54-5, 39 KOs) was unaffected by 
the tactic and seemed more wor- 
ried about playing to the crowd 
than about Lacy’s punches. 

As Lacy (25-3) tried to tussle 
with Jones in the corners, Jones 


told the Mississippi Coast Coli- 
seum crowd “Watch this” on sev- 
eral occasions, following with fast 
combinations that took their toll. 

“T’ve got to give the crowd what 
they want,” Jones said. 

“The crowd asked for it so I 
gave them what they wanted. I 
still love what I do.” 

All three judges had Jones far 
ahead on their scorecards before 
the bout was stopped. 

“[Lacy] could do whatever he 
wanted to do. I trained for ev- 
erything,” Jones said. “If that’s 
the kind of fight he wanted, that’s 
what Ill give them.” 

Lacy, 32, is a former IBF super- 


middleweight champion with four 
successful defenses before losing 
to Joe Calzaghe in 2006. 

Jones said his next fight will be 
Nov. 21 in Australia against newly 
crowned IBO_ cruiserweight 
champ Danny Green. 

Green stopped Julio Cesar 
Dominguez on the undercard 
Saturday. 

Green had two previous at- 
tempts at the WBC super-mid- 
dleweight title, losing to Markus 
Beyer twice, on a disqualification 
and a split decision. 

After 16 months out of boxing, 
he returned at the higher weight 
class. 
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Edwards: Winless driver could take title

BROOKLYN, Mich. — Carl 
Edwards thinks it’s possible for a 
driver to win the Sprint Cup se- 
ries championship without win- 
ning a race all season. 

He just doesn’t want to be that 
ouy. 

Going into Sunday’s race at 
Michigan International Speed- 
way, Edwards was one of four 
winless drivers among the top 
12 in the series points standings. 
Juan Pablo Montoya, Ryan New- 
man and Greg Biffle also would 
qualify if the 10-race Chase for 
the championship started today 
— none of them has a victory in 
2009. 

Could one of those four drivers 
qualify for the Chase, then go on 
to win the title, all without visiting 
victory lane even once? Edwards 
says yes — but hopes not. 

“You could definitely win a 
championship without winning 
races,” Edwards said. “I’d rather 
not win one that way.” 

Sure, drivers strive for the 
checkered flag, but NASCAR’s 
championship system tends to 
reward consistent drivers over 
those who win one week and 
crash the next. 

Perhaps the ultimate example 
of consistency trumping aggres- 
siveness came in 2003. Matt 
Kenseth’s title run was seen as 
a just reward for an underrated 
driver, but it lacked a certain 
amount of sizzle. 

Kenseth won only once all year, 
but managed to clinch the title be-

fore the final race of the season. 

NASCAR officials adopted the 
Chase system the following year, 
essentially establishing a 26-race 
regular season that determines 
which drivers are eligible to run 
for the title during the final 10 
races, NASCAR’s version of a 
playoff. 

Officials hoped the new sys- 
tem would make the points race 
tighter at the end of the season, 
and it generally has. But it hasn’t 
eliminated conservative “points 
racing.” 

Subsequent tweaks to the sys- 


tem made victories somewhat 
more valuable, but consistency 
still rules in NASCAR — some- 
thing made evident by remarks 
from Michigan pole-sitter Brian 
Vickers, who was scrambling to 
climb two spots in the standings 
and qualify for the Chase. 

He wanted to win Sunday, for 
sure. But he wasn’t going all-out. 

“We would like to lead every 
lap, but if we’re a strong contend- 
er all day then we can’t afford to 
take some crazy pit strategy that 
could put us at risk of running out 
of fuel trying to win the race,” 


Vickers said. “We’ve kind of got to 
think that we really want to win, 
but not at the cost of the Chase.” 

Current points leader Tony 
Stewart has three victories this 
season and figures it'll be tough 
for any of his winless competitors 
to take the title without breaking 
through to victory lane. 

“T doubt that that will likely 
happen,” Stewart said. “It’s obvi- 
ously possible. As long as things 
are mathematically possible, it’s 
possible. But is it likely? Not very 
likely that a guy’s going to win the 
Chase and not win a race.” 
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Jimmie Johnson, who won 
seven times on his way to his third 
straight series championship last 
year, doesn’t foresee a driver tak- 
ing the title without a victory. 

And he believes Edwards is ca- 
pable of both. 

“T don’t think you can win the 
title without a win and I still do 
look at Carl as a big threat,” John- 
son said. “He’s been consistent. 
We all know they haven’t had the 
speed that we’re used to seeing 
and he’s still been able to hang 
tough in the points.” 

Edwards, who won nine races 
last season, says he has been 
close to several victories and 
doesn’t expect to be shut out of 
victory lane much longer. It could 
come Sunday at Michigan, where 
Edwards has won twice in Sprint 
Cup. 

And yes, he’s getting a little 
tired of being asked about not 
winning this season. 

“Tt’s like saying ‘You want to 
talk about the dog that got run 
over when I was a kid?’” Edwards 
said. “It’s not something fun to 
talk about.” 

Edwards thinks a victory is 
coming, but said he is concerned 
that his team isn’t quite strong 
enough to take the title fight to 
Johnson and Stewart. 

“For us to beat those guys with- 
out any luck involved, we’re going 
to have to get just a little bit bet- 
ter,” Edwards said. “But we’ve 
been working hard. We’ve been 
working really hard. Found a 
couple small things that could be 
really good.” 


Keselowski swoops in, wins Nationwide race

BROOKLYN, Mich. — Brian Vickers 
didn’t see it coming. Brad Keselowski sure 
did. 

With Vickers and Kyle Busch fighting it 
out on the final lap, Keselowski swooped in 
to grab the lead in the final turn and hold 
on to the Nationwide Series race Saturday 
at Michigan International Speedway. 

“T knew they’d do what they did and 
that’s why I was sitting there lurking,” said 
Keselowski, a Michigan native. “The two 
of them together are a recipe for what you 
saw — that’s just putting it the way it is.” 

Vickers finished second and Busch third, 
and they exchanged heated words on pit 
road afterward. 

Busch said in a television interview that 
Vickers’ tactics were “just stupid,” and 
Vickers responded by saying that Busch 
came over to his car on pit road “crying 
like a little baby” but ran off when Vick- 
ers offered to get out and “talk about it like 
men.” 

It also was a rough afternoon for Carl 
Edwards, whose hopes of a championship 
in NASCAR’s second-tier series took a hit 
when he crashed early. 

“Man, just early in the race,” he said, 
“and I probably should have been more 
cautious.” 

After trading the lead for much of the 
race, Busch and Vickers pitted with most 
of the lead-lap cars after a caution with 20 
laps to go. They lined up in the second row 
for the restart behind Justin Allgaier, who 
didn’t pit, and Keselowski, who took only 
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Kyle Busch (18), Brian Vickers (32) and Brad Keselowski go three wide on the final 
lap of Saturday’s NASCAR Nationwide Series race at Michigan International Speedway. 


two tires, for a 12-lap dash to the finish. 

Busch immediately took the lead when 
Vickers got hung up behind Allgaier, but 
Vickers came back to challenge and the 
two were side by side when another cau- 
tion came out with 10 laps left. 

Vickers chose the outside lane on the 
final restart with seven laps to go and was 
poised to run away with the race. Busch 
caught back up and the two appeared ready 
to fight it out on the final lap when Kesel- 
owski came seemingly out of nowhere and 
passed them both. 

Busch apparently bumped Vickers’ car 
pulling onto pit road and the two exchanged 
words, but the confrontation didn’t esca- 
late. Then came a delightfully awkward 


news conference in which they sat together 
and talked about one another while staring 
straight ahead. 

“Ever since Richmond, I’ve had a trouble 
racing with [Vickers] so it’s just another 
escalation of that,” Busch said. 

Busch criticized Vickers for not giving 
him enough room or paying attention to 
Keselowski. 

“T knew [Keselowski] was coming and 
man, I was stuck,” Busch said. “I didn’t 
have anywhere to go.” 

Vickers said he didn’t know Keselowski 
was coming so quickly, but wasn’t willing 
to entertain Busch’s second-guessing. 

“I race everybody the way they race 
me,” Vickers said. 


“We were racing for the win. Kyle, if you 
want to be upset with that, I’m sorry. That’s 
my job to try and win the race. If anyone 
else disagrees, if anyone else thinks I 
should have just rolled out of it and let Kyle 
win, please raise your hand. I’m fine. The 
only thing I’m upset with is how he han- 
dled it after the race. I’m sure we can get 
past that.” 

The confrontation is unlikely to spill over 
into Sunday’s Sprint Cup race, in which 
Vickers will start from the pole and Busch 
will start near the back. 

“He’ll be up front tomorrow and Ill be 
in back, so we won’t have anything,” Busch 
said. 

Both drivers then sped away on golf 
carts. 

Keselowski said he probably wouldn’t 
have won if Vickers and Busch had stayed 
single-file at the end. 

“They didn’t, so I guess it’s irrelevant,” 
Keselowski said. 

It was a big moment for Keselowski, who 
was thrilled to win a race in his home state 
and put on a good show in the process. 

“It was just good racing,” said Keselows- 
ki, anative of Rochester Hills, Mich. 

“T sure hope everybody enjoyed it — it’s 
not very often you get a three-wide battle 
for a lead with one to go.” 

The third-place finish put a slight damp- 
er on what has been a remarkable streak 
for Busch, who hadn’t finished worse than 
second in his previous 10 Nationwide races. 
With Edwards’ wreck Saturday, Busch 
holds a 339-point lead in the standings.

South Korean overtakes Tiger to win first major

CHASKA, Minn. — Y.E. Yang won the 
PGA Championship on Sunday, beating 
Tiger Woods for his first major title. 

The South Korean finished at 8-under 
283, three strokes ahead of Woods. Yang 
is the first Asian player to win a major. 

It was only the second time Woods had 
lost when having the lead going into the 
final round on the PGA Tour, and the 
first time in a major. Woods finished the 
year without a major title for the first 
time in five years. 

Woods, who began the day with a two- 
stroke lead and a lot of history on his side, 
looked a little bit off — he missed several

makable birdie putts — as Yang refused 
to wilt in the glare of playing with the 
world’s No. 1. Quite the opposite, in fact. 
He chipped in from the greenside rough 
for an eagle on the par-4 14th to pull in 
front of Woods. 

Woods had a chance to tie it with a 15- 
footer on 15, but it skirted the edge of the 
cup. 

Yang beat Woods three years ago by 
two shots to win the HSBC Champions in 
Shanghai, but they weren’t playing in the 
same group. And it wasn’t a major. 

Defending champion Padraig Har- 
rington dropped out of contention with 
an 8 on the par-3 eighth, putting the ball 
in the water not once, but twice. 


U.S. Open champion Lucas Glover, 
who was within a stroke of Woods at one 
point, fell back to 3 under after three late 
bogeys on the back nine. 

Woods’ outright lead had evaporated 
by the fourth hole. Yang birdied the 
par-5 third after getting the approach 
shot Woods had wanted, and then Woods 
missed a 4-footer for par on the par-3 
fourth. 

Woods had the lead by himself again 
when Yang bogeyed the fifth hole. 

He chipped within 8 feet from the 
trees, but rolled the par putt past the 
hole. 

But Woods dropped back into a tie with 
Yang again on the par-3 eighth.
